I have the honour to forward the Ajmere-Merwara Administration 
Report for the year 1891-92, prepared by the Officiatin'' Commissioner, 
Mr. A. II. T. Martindale, C.S. 

COURTS OF WARDS. 

2. The total number of estates under the management of the Court of 
Wards at the close of 1890-91 was 14. 

In the j ear under review, the Estate of Govindgarh came under manage- 
ment, ‘owing to the death of tlie Isdmrardar and the minority of the heir, while 
the Estate of Jharwasa was restored to its owner at his own request. 

In consequence of the reecmt scarcity, tlm fmaneial condition of the estates 
was rather unsatisfactory. .The total demand for the year was 111.10,1.47 of 
which B92,173 were collected, 11211 were remitted, and R18,0G0 remained out- 
standing at the close of the year. 

•» 

Tho total expenditure, viz., Rl, 24,495, exceeded the receipts for the year by 
R32,322, which reduced the balance at credit of the estates from R58,02G at the 
end of 1890-91, to R25,701 at tho end of 1891-92. 

The unfavourahlo seasons prevented the estates from paying in full the 
dami instalments due from some, and necessitated suspensions of Government 
demand and cesses, amounting to R3,1G2, due from five of tho estates ; while 
takavi loans, amounting to R4,900, were obtained on behalf of three of them. 
Several of the estates had to borrow money to defray tho working expenses of 
the year. The management charges in the majority of the estates again exceeded 
6 p*er cent, of the total realizations. This could not be helped, as the estahlish- 
, ments could not be reduced in proportion to the decrease in the collections. 

. The Thakurs of Sadara, Deolia, Raghunathgarh, and Piplaj being now in 
their 21st years will soon attain their majority. 

The finances of the two shares in the Morajhari Jagir, which were brought 
under management in 1890 under the Dami Regulation, do not seem to have 
suffered much from the scarcity, as the deniand for the year was collected in 
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full. The amount of the instalment fixed for repayment of the dami loan 
having been found to be very high and disproportionate to the income of the 
estate, was reduexjd during the year from E750 to R376 per annum. 

The incumbered estate of the Khwaja Saheb’s Durgah did not escape the 
evil effects of the scarcity, which with other causes tended to diminish its 
receipts on the one hand and enhance the expenditure on the other. The conse- 
quence was that a sum of R2,000 only, as against B5,000 in the preceding year, 
was paid towards the liquidation of the Government debt. The interest accru- 
ing on this debt during the year amounted to E2,246, so that the debt 
was actually increased by 11246 and amounted to R37,695 on 31st March 1892, 
against £137,149 on the same date in the year before. The Agent hopes for 
better results in the current year. 

POLICE. 

.3. The strength of the entire Police force rose from 636 in 1890 to, 640 in 
1891, owing to the augmentation of the Nusseerabad Cantonment Police'by one 
head constable and four constables. In Ajmere a monthly charge of H230 
on account of the pay of three officers and twelve men previously met from 
Municipal Eunds, was transferred to Imperial chqrge. Thus the Imperial 
charge for 1891 rose to B87,809 from R86,239 in 1890, and the charge debitablo 
to other sources fell from £121,089 in 1890 to R19,879 in 1891. 

The temporary entertainment of 32 addition.al constables was necessitated 
by the scarcity prevailing in the district. The cost of this additional force was, 
however, met, till the close of the year, from the Chaukidari Fund. 

The following comparative talile shows the number of officers and men of 
the force who wore punished during the last three years, and, so far as it goes, 
indicates a gradual improvement in the discipline of the force : —

In 1891, 68 officers and men were departmen tally punished, viz., 34 with fine, 
8 with suspension, 11 with degradation, and 16 with dismissal. 

The amount paid in rewards for exceptional skill or vigilance was R642 in 
1891 against R161 in 1800 and 11765 in 1889. 

An incroaso of sorious olf dices committed during the year was noticeable 


under the following heads ; —

while cases of murder and attempts to murder decreased from 12 to 6. 

Of the four murder cases reported during the year, only one brought 
home to the accused, who was sentenced to transportation for life. 

The remarkable increase under dacoity, of which there was not a s*iagle 
case in 1890, and only five in the last preceding ten years, was due to disturb- 
ances of September 1891, which led to the commission of many offences techni-* 
cally defined as “ dacoity," though ihey might more fitly be described as “grain 
rioting.” They were the ootcome of resentment against money-lenders (Bohras) 
Avho, owing to the failure of rain and the unfavourable nature of the season 
refused advances either in grain or money to cultivators, who had been accus- 
tomed to look on such advances as a matter almost of right. 
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The rapid spread of these disturbances, after they had once commenced, 
rendered it necessary for troops to be called out to assist the police and even to 
fire on the rioters, seven of whom and one chowkidar unfortunately lost their 
lives. But the demonstration bad the effect of quelling an outburst of law- 
lessness, as transient as it was misguided, so offecf ually, that although distress 
subsequently increased in intensity, there has been but little crime during 
several trying months. Special precautions were naturally taken to guard 
against more riots, and relief works provided a sufficiency of food for all who 
chose to go to them. One thousand and four persons were arrested for partici- 
pation in the riots o^f September, and 749 were convicted and 177 acquitted or 
discharged, while 78 were awaiting trial at the end of the year. 

Out of 3,139 true cases dealt with by the police during the year, 2,189 were 
investigated, and of tluise, 2,186 or 99‘86 per cent. vve.i‘e prosecuted to convic- 
tion. 

9t 3,938 persons arrested, including those who appeared on process, 18 died, 
escaped, or were transferred without trial : 3,920 were prosecuted, of ivhom 
about 81 per cent, against 88 J percent, in 1890 were convicted and 13 per cent, 
against 11^ per cent, acquitted or discharged. 

The estimated total value of property stolen during the year was greatly in 
excess of that for the preceding year, the figures for 1 891 and 1890 being 
Rl,07,6fi3 and R33,662 respectively. The increase, viz., 1174,101, is mainly at- 
tributed to the property reported to have been plundered in the grain riots, 
which was put down at tt70,000, and is believed to have been grossly (!xag- 
gerated. Figures of this kind are always unreliable, and tlierefore I do not 
regard as severely as I should do otherwise the unsatisfactory result that the 
Yaluo of property recovered in 1891 was only 14-89 per cent, of the estimated 
value of property stolen, the corresponding proportion in 1890 being 50-31 per 
cent. 

The total number of persons who appeared before the Courts in non-cog- 
nizablo offences during tlie year was 4,256. Of these — 

2,486 were discharged. 1,396 convicted. 

240 acquitted. 6 died. 

128 awaited trial at the end of the year. 


• CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

4. Out of 4,871 offences reported during the year against 6,991 in 1890 
only 4,275 against 4,988 were returned as true. They consisted of — 

1,014 against 1,376 in 1890, offences affecting the human body. 

857 ,, 787 against i)roj>erty. 

228 „ 248 offences falling under other provisions of the Code. 

2,101 „ 2,457 under special and local laws.

Offences against property show an increase of 70, which, considering the fact 
that the district has been suffering from scarcity, is insignificant. Tlierc were 
serious grain riots in September in Ajmero, which have been separately report- 
ed on and regarding which it may be said that they cast no reflection on the 
generally orderly character of the district during late years. 

Out of 8,380 persons appearing before the various courts during the year, 
3,238 or 39*91 per cent, were discharged or acquitted, 4,688 or 67*78 per cent! 
were convicted, 24 died, escaped, or were transferred to courts beyond the 
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district, and the oases of the rest were either referred to higher tribunals or 
remained pending at the close of the year. 

Owing to the pressure of work entailed on the officers by the scarcity, the 
average duration of each case disposed of by the Magistrates (7*30 days) ex- 
ceeded that of the preceding year by *33 days, and of those disposed of by the 
Sessions Court by 11 07 days. As the Commissioner and Sessions Judge re- 
quired assistanee, the Judicial Assistant Commissioner was invested niththe 
powers of Assistant Sessions Judge. 

Eight tliousand one hundred and seventy-four witnesses were examined 
during the year, of whom 7,393 were detained for one day, 9iS3 two days, 189 
three, and 109 four days and more. Eight hundred and eighty-six persons 
wore sentenced to imprisonment, only one of them to a terra of ton years, and 
one to transportation for life — 71 to seven years and under, and the rest to terms 
varying from fifteen days to two years. No one was sentenced to capital p^unish- 
ment ; 3,409* persons were fined. Of the total amount imposed as fines; viz., 
1116,006, 1110,798 were realized, from which 11843 were paid by way of com- 
pensation : 409 persons against 03 in 1890 were punished with wdiipping. The 
increase under this head is attrihutahle to grain riots in Septemben 1891, when 
this mode of punishment W'as resorted to with the object of producing a de- 
terrent effect. 

During the year the number of appeals 'from the decisions of the lower 
courts was 488, of which 275 came before the District Magistrates and 213 
before the Sessions Judge. Of the former, the order or seiltence of the lower 
court was confirmed in 174 cases and reduced or reversed in 91 ; 10 ajipeals 
remained pending at the end of the year. Of appeals heard hy the Sessions 
Judge, the order or sentence appealed against was confirmed in 30 eases, reduced 
or otherwise altered in 13, and reversed in 7. One hundred and sixty appeals 
wore summarily rejected and 3 remained ponding at the close of the year : 37 
oases involving 55 persons were tried by the Magistrates in Ajmero-Merwara 
for ofi'eneos committed within the Kajputaiia Railway limits : 18 persons were 
discharg(Ml 6r acquitted and 37 convicted. 

HIGH COURT. 

During the year no sentence of capital punishment w’^as referred to tho 
High Court for confirmation. In 1890 three capital sentences were passed. 

Sixty-ono appeals were received, including two pending from the previous 
year, and were all disposed of excepting two. In two appeals tho convictions 
were set aside, in seven the sentence was reduced, and the remainder were 
rejected. 

Out of ten applications for revision, seven were disposed of, leaving three 
ponding. In two cas(;s tho coiivLetion was sot aside and in one the sentence 
w'as reduced. There was no case calling for enhancement of sentence. 

JAIL. 

6. During tho yeai’, 1,824 persons against 1,282 in 1890, of'whom 883 
against 476 were under-trial prisoners, were admitted into the jail. Tho increase 
noticeable in the number of prisoners admitted in the year under review Wfis 
caused by the grain riots in September 1891. 

To prevent overcrow ding, 11 prisoneiS were, after the close of the year, 
transferred to tho Agra Central Jaib 

The average daily number of juvenile prisoners shows an increase of 3*08 
as compared with the preceding year, when it was 10;79. An increase is also 
noticeable in prison offences, which rose from 20 in 1890, to 37 in 1891 ; 25 of 
the offenders were punished with solitfiry confinement, 6 were put on reduced 
diet, and the remaining 7 were whipped. 
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One of the prisoners while outside the jail attempted to escape, but was 
recaptured by a jemadar who followed him. 

A lithographic press was introduced during the year in the Jail Factory. 

The gross total expenditure of the Jail amounted to 3127,820 against 
B27,904) in the preceding year, of a hich 3114,019 against 3116,696 represented 
net cost to Gorernment, the balance being realizations from Native States for 
maintenance of their prisoners and surplus receipts of the Jail Factory, 

The health of the prisoners was good during the year except towards the 
close, when induenza attacked a great many of them. 

The administration of the Jail during the year was satisfactory. 

CIVIL JUSTICE. 

6. As compared with the figures for 1890, there was a falling off of 2,481 in 
the number of suits instituted during the year, which amounted to 7, t91. I'ho 
decre’ase is attributable mainly to the scarcity from which the district sutfered 
throughout the year under report. Seven thousand two Imndred and ninety-six 
suits were newly instituted, the majority being, as usual, suits for money or 
moveables, which amounted to about 90^ per cent., Avhile revenue and title or 
other suits came to a little over 9^ per cfbnt. The corresponding figures in 1890 
were 88*36 and 11*01 percent. The decr(;asc in the number of suits institut'd, 
naturally affected the total value of the subject-matter, which fell from 
316,37,756 in 1890 to 114,78,805 in 1891, showing a decrease of 111,58,961 ; 
8,506 suits came up for disposal against 11,080 in 1890, 7,701 against 10,008 
were disposed of and 805 against 1,012 remained pending at the close of the 
year. Of the 805 pending cases, 635 were in Ajmere and 170 in Merwara. 
One hundred and sixteen of the former were in the Judicial Assistant Commis- 
sioner’s Court and of the latter 115 won* in the Small Cause Court at Beawar. 

Two hundred and eight cases against 134 in the previous year I’cmained 
pending over three months. The largest number of these, viz., 69, was in the 
Court of the Naib Tehsildar, Ajmere. 

The average duration of contested cases increased from 52*04 days in 1890 
to 64*56 days in 1891, while that of uncontested cases decreased from 35*37 to 
27*86 days (though the average duration of tliese also increased in the courts 
of the Stipendiary as distinguished from Honorary Sub- Judges and Munsiffs); 
This increase was duo to an unusual pressure of administrative and otiier work 
connected with the prevailing scarcity. 

Of the 6,912 witnesses who appeared before the various courts during the 
year, 5,360 were detained fbr one day, 335 for two, and 217 for three days or 
more. 

The number of appeals preferred during the year in the Courts of the 
Suboi*dinate Judges, 1st class, was 104, and of those pending from the preceding 
year 22, in all 126, of which 99 were disposed of as detailed below; — 

The decisions appealed against were confirmed in 66, modified in 6, and 
reversed in 15 cases, 3 appeals wore remanded for further enquiry and 11 
struck off or withdrawn. Out of 18 applications for declaration of insolvency, 

7 Vere rejected and 11 remained undisposed of at the end of the year. 

No suits of original jurisdiction were tried by the District Judge. Of 
135 miscellaneous cases (against 88 in 1890) which came before him, all, 
excepting 12, were disposed of. Considerable improvement is noticeable in the 
average duration of these cases, which diminished from 39*47 days in 1890 
to 14*91 days in 1891. There was an increase of 47 in the numbtir of miscel- 
laneous cases as compared with the preceding year. This increase is said to he 
due to the operation of the Succession Certificate Act. Such certificates were 
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granted for debts, amounting to Rl,06,866 against Bl,01,636 in 1890, realizing 
R2,390 against R2,120 as fees in court-fee stamps. 

Of (53 appeals lodged in tlie Court of the District Judge, 20 were returned 
as undisposed of at the end of the year, hut the Commissioners report shows 
that this return was erroneous, and that there were actually more than 100 
appeals pending, though not shown as such, because no date had been fixed for 
their disposal. The average duration of these oases rose from 77’62 days in 
1890 to 111-18 in 1891. 

'J'ho diminution in the number of suits and enhancement in the average 
duration therijof was caused by the prevalence of scarcity which demanded 
the attention of most of the officers of the district. To afford assistance in 
meeting the unusual strain the services of two Extra Assistant Commissioners, 
Ithai Arjan Singh and Sayud Dilawar Ali Shah, were temporarily obtained 
from the Punjab. They joined the district shortly before the close of the year 
and rendered great assistance to the local officials in the disposal of judicial 
work. 

HIGH COURT. 

The number of appeals for disposal in the High Court was eleven, the same 
as in 1890. Of these nine were disposed of, leaving two pending at the close of 
the year, against three at the end of 1890. In all appeals disposed of, the decrees 
of the lower court were confirmed. Four applications for revision were trans- 
mitted to the High Court, North-Western Provinces, under section 26 of the 
Ajmere Courts Regulation as amended in 1890.

REGISTRATION. 


7. The statistics of the year under review show a slight increase in woric 
(iis compared with th<5 figures for the pi-oceding year) in the Suh- Registrars* 
olfices at Ajrnere and Beawar, and decrease in those at Nusseerabad, Kekli, 
'fodgarh, and Deoli. 

The total number of documents registered during the year shows a fallino- 
o(f of 126, i.e., from 1,623 in 1890-91 to 1,397 in 1891-92. 

Twenty decimal fifty-four per cent, [i.e., 2-71 per cent, less than in 1890 91) 
of tho documents registered came under optional registration, and the rest 
under compulsory. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the number of documents browght under 
registration and cousequeru diminution in the income of tho department, the 
financial results of the year show, owing to savings in. the expenditure,’ an 
improvement over that of the preceding year, thus —

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The most important feature in the registration statistics is thus referred 
to in the Commissioner’s Report — 

The area of the agricultural land covered by sale-deeds registered during the year 
amounted to 1,913 bighas against 1,722 in 1890-91, and that of the land transferred hy 
registered mortgage-deeds rose from 4',1 16 bighas in the previous year to 5,057 bighas in 
1891-92. The working of the Department presented no marketl feature during the year under 
review, wliich was a period of scarcity and gcnei’al pressure. The assistance so freely rendered 
by Government to the people of all classes throughout the district had probably a considerable 
effect in reducing the number of transfers by sale and mortgage of immoveable property, which 
might otherwise have been expected to reach a higher figure. 

MUNICIPAL ADMINISTRATION. 

8. The total number and the localities of the three Municipalities of A j more, 
Beawar, and Kekri remained unchanged during the year. 

Tile unsettled state of affairs in the Ajraer<‘. Municipality, to whiidi an 
allusion was made in the report of 1890-91, culminated in the resignation of 
a majority of the members of tbe Committee. From 21st August to 12tli 
November 1891 the work of tbe Committee was carried out by tin; ollieial 
members alone, whose proceedings the Chief Commissioner is glad to note wore 
marked by good and energetic work. A new election was ludd in October 1891, 
but as four, of the gentlemen elected refused to act on the Committee, a fresh 
election was arranged to fill the vacancies. Since the close of the year 1891 
matters have proceeded harmoniously, and there are not wanting signs of 
vitality and improved organization which, with judicious management, may be 
trusted to produce good results in the near future. 

Two works of first-class importance will make this year momorahlo so far 
as Ajmero is concerned. First, the succ(;ss of the temporary expedient for 
bringing water into the city from the Budda Pushkar lake to relievo the water 
famine consequent on the drying up of the Ana Sagar lake and subsidiary 
sources ; and, second, the commencement of the scheme for giving the Muni- 
cipality a permanent supply of pure water hy constructing Foy Sagar tank,* 
near Kazipura village, about three miles above Ajmere. The Uudda Pushkar 
water was introduced on 1st April 1892, and the Foy Sagar was formally opened 
in November 1892. Both these works were carried out by the help of a loan 
from the Government of India. 

In Beawar the year is signalized hy the introduction of the revised octroi 
refund rules wliich have proved successful beyond expectation. Another import- 
ant measure was the amalgamation of the English portion of the Municipal 
school with the United Presbyterian Mission School, to which the Committee 
contributed a donation of R2,0()0, while it raised its yearly allotment to the 
school fund. 

The Committee worked energetically and judiciously to obviate the effects 
of the scarcity, and the funds expended have been productive of results in 
improved communications and water-supply which will permanently benefit 
the residents. 

• The management of the Kokri Municipality was intelligently supervised, 
but the town is still backward, and there is room for further improvements. 

The incidence of octroi taxation per head was Ans. 13-2 against Rl-8-11 in 
the previous year in Ajmere, Bl-0-3 against Ans. 16-7 in Beawar, and Ans. 10-6 
against Ans. 11-0 in Kekri, showing satisfactory results in the Municipalities of 
Ajmere and Kekri. In Ajmere Surgeon-Lieutenant-Colonel J.JH. Newman 
tendered his resignation as Chairman in November 1891, and Mr. F. L. Reid 
succeeded him. 
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The total income exclusive of the opening balances of the three munici- 
palities amounted to H3, 60,015, as compared with fi2,05,313 during the 
preceding year, showing an increase of HI, 54, 702. Including the opening 
balances, the total assets amounted to Hi, 39, 366. The increase is principally 
due to the large sum of Hl,29,302 having been drawn from the Government 
loan for prosecution of the water-supply schemes in Ajrnere, also to the 
realizations, amouhting to R45,000, in Beawar from the sale of Government 
Promissory Notes standing in the name of the Municipality. Putting aside 
these largo items of income, there was a decrease in the normal income, of 
H9,8()B in Ajrnere and fill, 852 in Beawar. The aggregate expenditure rose 
from fi2, 01,776 during the previous year to fi3, 18,307 during the year under 
report, showing an increase of fil,46,531. The large increase is due to the 
temporary and permanent water-supply schemes for Ajrnere and other works 
of public utility undertaken to afford relief to poor people in distress on 
account of the scarcity which prevailed throughout the year. 

The total balance at the credit of the three municipalities on 31st March 
1892 was fi9l,058, of which the largest portion, viz., fiSO, 386, stood at the 
credit of the Beawar Municipality. The total receipts, ordinary and special, 
inclusive of opening balances of the Ajrnere Municipality, amounted to 
fi2, 90,881, showing an incivase of fil, 27,546 over those of the previous year. 
The total expenditure was fi2, 84,302, and the closing balance R6,579. 

PORKSTS. 

9. The area of the Government Forest Reserves in Ajmerc-Merwara was 
reduced by 146 acres during the year. The total comprised 89,228 acres. The 
decrease was owing to certain transfers and loss by a more accurate measure- 
ment of areas. 

The total number of forest offences \vas much less than that of the pre- 
vious year. It fell from 239 to 139. Out of the 139 cases, 86 were tried by 
Magistrates and 53 were compounded by the Forest Officer. 

The year was very successful as regards protection from fire. No fire 
occurred in any of the forest reserves. 

The number of cattle impounded for trespass was 446 more than in the 
previous year. The continued drought and scarcity of fodder necessitated 
opening of nearly all tlie for<‘st reserves for grazing. The concession was 
necessary owing to the abnormal circumstances of the year. 

On account of drought the results of natural and artificial reproduction 
were not successful. The financial results of the year were very satisfactory- 
The receipts realized during the year amounted to fil9, 799, showing an increase 
of H3,2G7 over the previous year. The increase was due to extensive grazing 
and minor pi’oduce. 

The receipts would have been still greatly enhanced if the estimated value 
of free grants, which amounted to about fi42,465, had been taken into account. 

A scanty rainfall it nd practical failure of the ordinary fodder supjftly brought 
home to the people in a marled degree tho advantages of forest conservancy. 
But for the reserves, the mortality among cattle would have been much greater 
than it was. 

The Maharajahs of Tcypore, ri .var, ard Bliartpore generously contributed 
several thousand maunds ol. grass iroe of cost to tho district. 

Under the re-organization scheme of the India Forest Service, sanctioned by 
the Government of India, the designation of the Sub-Assistant Conservator of 
Forests was altered to that of Extra Assistant Conservator of Forests. 
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Considering the unusual difficulties of a very unfavourable season, the 
year’s administration was very satisfactory, and reflected great credit on Sirdar 
Hira Singh for his good and economic management. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


10. The following original works were undertaken and carried out during 
thejyear; — ' ’ 

I. — The house at Ajmcre occupied by the Commissioner, Ajmcre- 
Merwara, was taken over by the Public Works Department under 
orders of Government from the Ajm(‘re Municipality, to*whieh 
compensation was paid amounting to K3,011. 

II. — Providing shelves and asphalt flooring in roeord-room of court-house 
at Ajmere. 

HI. — Altering north-cast burj of Magazine at Ajmere to provide accom- 
modation for an extra court-house.

V. — The Mangliavas-Pisangan road was metalled at the Pisangan end 
where the road was sandy. 

VI.— A new tank above the Danta water-supply wells was constructed 
at a cost of K2,626 to improve the spring level of the wells. 

VII. — A memorial consisting of a marble chattri was built at Beawar in 

memory of the late Colonel Dixon of Ajmere-Merwara at a cost 
of R2,600. 

VIII. — A clock tower to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Majesty the 

• Queen-Empress was commenced at Ajmere and is still in pro- 

gress. 

IX. — An office for the Court of Wards at Ajmere was undertaken and 
completed at a cost of B5,311. 

X. — The roads and buildings of the District Boards and Municipalities, 
the repairs of which are entrusted to the Public Works Depart- 
ment, were kept in good order. 

Owing to relief works having been started, the expenditure in Ajmere- 
Merwara was more than three times as much as in the previous year. 

IRRIGATION. 

11. The number and classification of tanks in Ajmere-Merwara remained 
unaltered during the year under review.

The gross revenue assessed during the year amounted to R88,019 as against 
Rl,lT,9ei in the previous year. The Targe decrease of 629,942 is due to 
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deficient rainfall which, for two years in succession, cither left the tanks dry 
or gave them a very inadequate supply of water. 

The.area protected or actually irrigated or assessed was only 11,947 com- 
pared with 28,603 acres in the previous year. The diminished irrigated area is 
due to the^causes explained above. 

There is a large outstanding balance due — R13,767 — which could not he 
recovered during the year owing to severe drought. 

The large increase in the working expenses is due to the fact that a large 
proportion of the work was ufidertaken as famine relief. 

Remissions and suspensions of the demands were granted during tho- year, 
though late, hence they have been omitted from the report under review.

The total estimated value of all kinds of crops was Rl, 03,691 against 
R4, 96,418 in 1800-91. But these tigures are not trustworthy. Altogether the 
year, following three unfavourable years in succession, Avas thoroughly unsatis- 
factory viewed from an agricultural and irrigation point of view, the monsoon 
being practically a failure. 

IIKVENUE. 

12. During the year under review the rains were scantier than in the 
preceding year, and consequently the scarcity of fodder and grain was greater 
than in 1890-91. Liberal advances, however, were made to tlie cultivators for 
improvement of land and purcliase of seed-grains and plough-cattle. Various 
works of utility were stai’tod to afford employment and sustenance to those who 
were able to vork, and gratuitous relief was given to the aged, sick, children, 
and those who were ui»lit to work, and it may he said that the objects for which 
these relief operations were instituted were fully attained. 

As usual, in -Rajputana, a considerable number of people emigrated with 
their cattle to seek work and pasturage elsewhere, but most of them have since 
come hack with the return of a more favourable season. 

The prices of food-grains were very high in comparison with those of the 
preceding year, or with the average struck by Mr. La Touche for the district 
during his settlement operations of 1873-74, hut owing to the importations by 
rail they remained well below famine rates. • 

Out of a revenue demand of R3,82,942 (including outstanding balance of 
tho previous year) against R4,46,237 in the previous year, a sum of R2,74,931 
against R4,33,699 («.«?., 74'03-against 97*38 per cent, of the demand) was col- 
lected, leaving tho large sum of Rl,08,009 against Rll,676 outstanding at the 
close of tho year. A sum of R3,897 of tho outstanding balance has since been 
remitted and R61,146 suspended until January 1894, and the residue, viz., 
B62)967, is being collected during the current year. 

With a view to the better management of the fluctuating assessment system, 
* the number of tho variably assessed villages was reduced from 61 to 40. 

The order of the Government of India, regarding the insertion in the 
Administration Report of a paragraph on the subject of the maintenance of 
traverse survey and boundary marks, will be carried out in future reports. 
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Tbe following tables show tbo amounts advanced under the Land Improve- 
ment and Agriculturists Loans Acts 
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As far as the preceding figures go, they show a marked decrease in breaches 
of the Abkari rules. There was a steady increase in the duty realized on the 
import of Shahjehanpore rum, which rose from B5,294 in 1889-90 to B6,031 
in 1890-91 and to fi6,767 in 1891-92. 

A considerable falling off, which is perhaps attributable to the recent 
scarcity, is noticeable in the sale of stamps, which amounted to 112,06,395 against 
fi2,39,287 in the previous year. The receipts of the year are said to bo the 
lowest reeorded since 1883-8*1. , 

The results of the working of the Income-tax Act show an improvement 
over those of the preceding year. The net receipts during the year amounted 
to HI, 11, 373 against HI, 03, 006 in 1890-91, resulting in an increase of fi8,367. 
The existing assessment is said to be susceptible of further improvement, but 
the extra temporary establishment sanctioned by the Government of India to 
revise the entire assessment was not availed of during the year owing to the 
famine. 

DISTRICT FUNDS. 

13. The receipts of the year amounted to R61,12l inclusive of the opening 
balance of B27,863. Of these total receipts, the sum of H27,118 was expended 
during the year, leaving a closing balance of H37,006 on the 31st March 1892. 
Of this balance, R7,000 arc invested in Government securities.

No original works of any importance w'cro carried but during the year. 

The term of the Local Boards of Ajmere and Merwara and of the District 
Board appointed in December 1888 expired on the 3()th November 1891. It 
was subsequently extended to the 30th Juno 1892. The Local Bourds of the 
sub-districts of Ajmere and Merwara have ceased to exist from the 1st of July 

1892. 

The prevailing scarcity had its effect upon the receipts and expenditure of 
most of the funds. 

•VITAL STATISTICS AND MEDICAL RELIEF. 

14. During the year under review there were 75 fewer births than in 1890, 
the figures for the two years being 11,566 and 11,611. Of the births in 1891, 
6,408 were males and 5,158 females, i.e.^ 65’ 10 per cent, of the former against 
44'60 of the latter. • 

There were 10,972 deaths against 10,187 in the preceding year, showing an 
increase of 785. Two hundred and ninety-eight or 38 per cent, of the increase 
^re due to fevers, 218 or 3159 per cent, to small-pox, 121 or 15*79 per cent, 
to cholera, and 115 or 14'64 per cent, to injuries and other causes. 

The number of Government dispensaries continued to bo seven. The total 
number of patients treated during the year were 41,599, of whoih 684 were 
in-door and 40,915 out-door patients, being 23 and 5,225 respectively more than 
in 1890, the corresponding figures for that year amounting to 661 and 35,690 
respectively. 
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The total expenditure incurred during the year amounted to B22,872 

against R20,858 in 1890, and the total receipts to ft22,856 against B22,434. 

The financial condition of the Kekri, Pisangan, and Todgarh dispensaries 
continued unsatisfactory. 

As expected there was mucti diflBculty in providing for the supply of 
drinking-water to Ajmere city. The Ana Sagar lake dried up, and every avail- 
able means of improving tl)e existing resources jvere resorted to. Put the 
demands of tlio city were met with difficulty until the scheme for conveying 
water from the Budda Pushkar lake, which is at a distance of about five miles 
from the city, was completed on 1st April 1892. 

The Commissioner’s report mentions various measures taken during the 
year to promote the sanitation of the city and the following extract from it 
deserves attention 

Having regard to the unfavourable character of the seasons in 1891, the sanitary condi- 
tions of the district were less unsatisfactory than might have been expected. But thef'e is no 
doubt that the scarcity of water, couphid with the comparatively high prices of provisions, 
lowei-ed to some extent the general vitality of the people and their powers of resistance to 
disease. No antlientieated eases of death from starvation were, however, reported during the 
year ; this satisfactory result being undoubtedly due to the measures of difTerent kiuds under- 
taken by the Government for the relief aud assistance of the people. 

• VACCINATION. 

16. The average number of vaccinators during tbo year were the same as 
in 1890-91, i.e., eleven, but the working ot tbo year under review shows better 
results than that of tbo preceding year. .Out of a total of 12,406 primary 
vaccination and revaccination cases against 11,661 in 1890-91, 12,236 against 
11,610 cases Avere successful, the number of operations performed by each 
vaccinator averaging 1,126*91 against 1,060*36, and the cost per successful case 
coming to 20*57 pies against 20*85 pies in the previous year. 

There was an increase of B60 in the total expenditure of the Department, 
which amounted to Bl,310 against Bl,250 in the preceding year. 

EDUCATION. 

16. As compared with the figures for 1890-91, there was an increase of 
one in the numher of public institutions and’a decrease of 20 in private schools, 
the total under the two classes being 62 and 96 respectively.- 

The number of students on the rolls amoun-ted on the 31st March 1892 to 
7,923, 1,376 less than in the preceding year. The monthly and daily 

average also deedined from 2,6(50*96 and 2,271*42, respectively, in 1890-91 to 
2,2iJl‘31 and 1,848*02 in 1891-92. The cause of this decrease is ascribed to 
temporary closure* of many of the village schools, the teaching staff having been 
engaged for about six months in the last census operations, and to the preva- 
lence of scarcity in the district, which compelled many of the boys to emigrate 
from tlie district with their cattle or to resort to the relief works for obtaining 
means of sustenance. ^ 

The total cost of the Department rose from E69,970 in 1890-91 to B84,661. 
in 1891-92, the increase being B14,C91. This expenditure was met as 
lows: — 

Rupees 41,976 again.^t Iv39,6'?i7 in 1890-91 from Imperial revenues, and 
B42,()86 against B30,283 from ioca» funds.

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The iacrease of il2,288 in the Imperial charge was partly due to a grant 
of R2,000 in aid of the construction of a new Mission School building at 
Beawar, and partly to an unusual outlay on the buildings of the Ajmere Govern- 
ment College. 

The increased expenditure of 1112,403 from local funds consisted entirely 
of contributions to the construction of the now school at Beawar, for which 
purpose the Municipality gave R2,000 and the United Presbyterian Mission 
about B 11,000. 

Owing to the decrease in the number of boys, the realizations on account 
of tuition fees diminished from R9,066 in 1890-91 to R7,977 in 1891-92. 

The results of the working of the Ajmere Government College as regards 
preparation for the higher University examination were admittedly bad in 
1890-91, but those for the year under review were, if any tiling, worse. 

Out of 10 candidates who appeared in the Pirst Arts and 2t in the Entrance 
Examinations, only 2 and 7 passed successfully, against 1 and 8 out of 6 and 2 1 
respectively in the preceding year. 

The result of the Middle Class Anglo- Vernacular Examination was, how- 
ever, very satisfactory, inasmuch as 38 out of a total of 51 candidates were 
successful, against 9 out of 48 in 1890-91, and 17 out of 48 in 1889-90. 

• The reasons adduced by the Principal to account for those unsatisfactory 
results cannot be held altogether adequate. It is very necessary that the 
actual causes of the failures should be thoroughly sifted out to enable the 
College to regain and maintain its reputation. 

The number of secondary schools increased frpm 11 in 1890-91 to 12 in 
1^91-92. Two of these are kept up by local funds, but receive grauts-in-aid 
■ from Government, viz. : — 

I.— The Nusseerahad Cantonment High School, and 

II.— The United Presbyterian Mission High School at Beawar. 

Two, 1 amoly : — , 

(а) The United Presbyterian Mission School at Ajmere, 

(б) The Arya Samaj Scliool at Ajmere, 

receive no assistance from Government, while the Educational Department 
maintains the remainder. 

• The first-mentioned sent up 6 boys to the Entrance Examination, but none 
passed. This result presents a contrast to that of the preceding year when 6 
out of 7 candidates passed. In the Middle Class Examination, however, 3 out 
of 7 were' successful against 4 out of 9 in 1890-91. The falling off is attributed 
to the absence, on furlough, of the Reverend Mr. Robb. 

The Mission School at Beawar rose during the year from a Middle to a 
nigh School. Students from this school appeared for the first time in the 
Entranoo Examination, 2 of whom passed successfully out of 4 sent up, and 3 
out of 4 sent up for the Middle Class Examination also passed. 

The Mission School at Ajmer© sent up 18 boys in the Middle Class Exami- 
nation, of whom only 4 were successful against 4 out of 6 in the previous year. 

, * The Arya Samaj School showed better results within its limits than any 
other school in the district, out of a total of 7 candidates for the Middle 
Class Examination all passed successfully. 

Tho primary schools continued to number 47, of which 40 were Ilalka- 
bnndi or village schools, 4 girls’ schools, 1, the Beawar Municipal Scliool, 1 the 
Ajmere City Branch School, and 1 the European Boys’ and Girls’ Railway 
School. 
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The four girls’ schools are again very unfavourably reported on by the 
Inspector of Schools and the Assistant Commissioner of Ajmere. Measures for 
improving them are now under consideration. 

On the whole the results obtained by the Department for the year were 
unsatisfactory, and though some allowance should be made for diminished 
attendance owing to distress among the poorer classes, it seems clear that this 
is not sufficient excuse, and that more attention to the interests of the schools 
'most at fault is required from the local authorities. 

JOINT STOCK COMPANIES, 1891-92. 

17. During the year under review, 3 Joint Stock Companies were register- 
ed, bringing up the total of such companies in the district to 7 : 6 of these 
are Cotton Mill and Press Coippanies/l, the Raj putana-Malwa Bail way Co- 
operative Association, Limited, deals in general merchandise, and 1, the 
Ajmere Club, is an institution founded for social purposes. The total nd^inal 
capital of these companies rose from R8,71,000 in 1890-91 to R10,60,960 in 
1891-92, and the total paid-up capital from R5,32,693 to R6,71,995.

Colonel John Biddnlph held the office of Conimispioner during tlie year under report from 
the let April to the 3rd July 1H9I, and from the ‘2nd December to the eml of fhe year I H91-92, 
During tlie five months’ jieriod of his deputation to Baluchistan as Agent to the Governor* 
General, Captain A. F. deLaissoo, C.M.G., C.I.E., held charge of the office of Commissioner, 
namely, from Ihe 4th July to 16th July 1H|)1,- and Major II. C. Wyllio, C.I.K., 
officiated from 17th July to Ist Dcoember 1S91, from which date Colonel Biddulph resumed the 
charge of his office. Shortly after the close of the year, namely, on the l3th April lb92, I 
relieved him on his appointment Ifi officiate for the Kesident at Gwalior. 

• • 2. Captain A. F. doLa0.«s6e held the office of the Assistant Commissioner of Ajmere 
^tlunughout the year. The Assistant^Commissionership of Mcrwaia was held by the following

3 . Colonel A. W. Koberts was Cantonment Magistrate, Nusseeralxid, during the entire year. 
Mr. B. Egerton -was in chaige of the District Police Force from the Itcginning of the year 
until the month o£ June 1891, when ho was snccceiled by Mr. H. Clogstouu. No ihiportaut 
changes were made in the apj^intments of native officials. 

4. The event of the year under review is the narrow escape of the district from famine. 
As noted in the report for 1890-91, the monsoon of that year was largely deficient. The still 
more scanty rainfall of 1891-92, >vhich involved a fodder and water famine and necesrituted the 
opening of very extensive relief works to relievo the general distress, will render the year under 
review memorable in.the annals of Ajmere- Merwara. 

6. The rainfall during tlie year was little more than one-third of the normal amount, aver- 
aging only 8‘50 inches in Ajmere and 10‘24 In Merwara. The figures for these two districts 
respectively in the previous year were 12'05 and 13‘56 inohes. The result of two successive 
years of short rainfall were disastrous. The tanks on which the prosperity of the country 
depends iweived little or no water; the wells were either empty or sapk so low as to Ire practi. 
oally useless ;* the grain and fodder crops over a large* area failed, and the extent of cultivations 
was much contracted both in Ajmere and Merwara. ' * ‘ 

6,. The deficiency of fodder for the cattle was specially serious. The grass had failed for 
two^X)n8ecative years, and practically no fodder was obtainable in the country, as the straw of 
the preceding year’s cro^s was , very early consumed. The cattle were sent away in large 
'numbers, but many of the plough-bullocks were inevitably retained, and a considerable propor- 
tion of them either died or became so weak as to bo useless for agricultural purposes. 'Iho 
•small forest reserves produced comparatively little grass, but they were partially throA^n oj en to 
the people, and the grass and leaves found iu them no doubt saved many of the cattle of the 
neighbouring villages. The question of importing grass pn a large scale was discussed. It 
was found, however, that the railway freight, though reduced, was practically prohibitory, ai d 
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the only grass imported by the district authorities consisted oE 15,000 maunds presented as a 
free gift by the Jaipur and Ulwar States, and 5,000 maunds made over at a nominal rate by 
the Bhartpur Durbar. The greater part of this grass was distributed in the shape of takavi 
advances to the cultivators, but the quantity available was too small to benefit the district at 
large. 

7. The most serious calamity of the year, however, was the failure of the water-supply. 
With a comparatively few exceptions the wells either wholly or almost entirely ran dry. A 
few tanks received a scanty supply, but most of them dried up early in the season, includiitg 
even the Ana Sagar lake at Ajmcfi’e, which is said not to have failed since the year 181^1. In 
many parts of the country a sutlicient quantity of good drinking-water not only for cattle but 
also for the i)eople themselves beeajne very difficult to procure. To mitigate the effects of this 
water railurc, takavi advances were liberally granted to enable cultivators to deepen their wells. 
In many villages where the drinking-water ran short, new wells were dug, partly as relief works 
and partly at the expeuse'of the District Board. The most difficult {gobletn, however, was to 
secure the Ajmere city with its 68,000 inhabitants against the water famine which early 
menaced it. As soon as the (lunger presented itself the Officiating Commissioner, Major 
Wyllie, convoked a committee to consider the (?ase, and it was finally decided to pump water 
from the Budda Pushkur lake, a natural reservoir five miles from Ajmere, and separated from it . 
by the Nugpahar range of hills. For this purpose it was necessary to obtain a pump and pipes 
from Fngland, as no apparatus sufficiently strong to lift the water 300 feet across the inter- 
vening hills could be procured in this country. The Government of India assisted the Muni- 
cipality with a loan, and the Rajputana-Malwa Railway shared the cost, as only in this way 
could they obtain the sui)ply required for the workshops and engines. Tlio work was executed 
with energy and. was rapidly completed. The first committee meeting was held in October 
1891, and on the 1st April 1892 the Budda Pushkar water reached Ajmere. 'The distress 
from which the inliabitants of the city were thus narrowly saved is difficult to nleasure. The 
wells had already been dee])ened as much as possible, and new wells had been, dug; but not- 
withstanding this and similar expedients, the water-supply became daily less, and before the 
new siip|)ly reached the city the people had begun to collect about the water sources from the . 
early hours of the night, as only the first comers could securc^a sufficient quantity of water for 
the day. 

Since the close of the year a permanent water-supply for the city lias been provided by the 
construction of a new tank (called after its projector, Thed<V)y Sag.ar near Kazipura village,^ 
about three miles above Ajmere, at a cost of ill, 9 1, 400. This work was executed by the Ajmere 
Municipality by means of a loan from the Government of India and was formally opened on the 
2 Itli Nov(nnbcr 1892. It is hoped (hat Ajmere city is now insured for all time against the risk 
of another water famine. . 

8. Owing to the scanty rainfall of 1890,* the yield of the rabi crops harvested in April 
1891 ill ^tho Ajmere District was estimated at only one half of the average amount, and the 
produce of the kharif crops which followed the monsoon of 1891 was little more than one 
fourth. In Merwara the rabi and kharif outturn varied from one fifth to one fourth of the 
average produce. The price of all the principal food-grains rose considerably above the average 
rates, exceeding even those of 1890-91, which were also abnormally High. The increased import- 
ation, however, by the railway, of grain from other provinces, kept the local stocks replenished, 
and the liljcrality of Government provided the people with means to purchase it, thus obviating 
the calamity of a grain as well as a fodder and water famine.

The first class of works, which we**e comparatively few, were started in those parts of each 
district where they were more urgently required and where the Public Works Department 
could not immediately undertake them. They consisted, for the most part^ of road construe* 
lion and repairs and the improvement of wells. 

ill. works niaFQ.{;ed l>y Uie Public W^orks IDep&Ttmeut.w.rO'lar^ly irrigirtioii projoot.' of 
oonsidcjrable magnitude and importance by which the country will profit in future. The piUMapal 
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schemes were the construction of the Kfiir and Khanpura tanks in tho vicinity of Ajmere, 
on which many thousands of destitute cultivators and others found employment. 

11. Home work, moreover, consisting of spinning, winding, and weaving cotton, was pro- 
vided for women and aged peri^ons who were unfit for ordinary manual labour at the relief 
centres, or who could not resort to tliem owing to caste exigencies. 

12. Gratuitous relief was given not only on the relief works, but also in villages and in 
the poor-houses’. The recipients were chiefly children, too young to work, of famine labourers, 
who could neither support nor attend to them. The Government relief measures wei'e su})ple- 
mented by private charity which was largely stimulated during this trying period. The 
success of the ariungements is demonstyated "by the fact that no authenticated cases j^f death 
from actual starvation \iiere reported during the year. 

13. One of the most remarkable i-esults of this calamitous year were the disturi>ances 

known as the grain riots of September 1891. They originated in the uneasy feeling whicli 
for some time past has been growing between the money-lending and the cultivating classes. 
The latter were unusually dependent on the Banias or Bohi'as, and the latter were naturally ill- 
disposed to be* liberal. Their caution was attended by some distress and in hostile relations 
which Vame to a climax in September 1891, in which month a series of attacks upon the Banias^ 
shops and stores occurred in Ajmere District. The circumstances of each case wi^re very similar ; 
the operations of the rioter’s being directed not only upon the grain-sliops hut also against the 
Bol)ras themselves, whose books, bonds, and property they destroyed in more than one instance. 
Fortunately the disturbances were attended by very little bloodshed, and, as a rule, the rioters 
were easily disiiersed. • 

The local police forces were supplemented by troops, and so rapidly was order restored 
that the disturbances, which commenced with the attack on Akhri village on the 1 5th September, 
and which extended over a considerable area, ceased on the 23rd of the same month, after which 
no case occurred. 

No ‘less than 1,004* persons wore arrested as having been implicated- in the riots. Out of this 
number 749 wore convicted and sentenced to various punishments, 177 were acquitted or 
discharged, and 78 awaited. trial at the close, of the year. Ti»ese . summary measuifs had au 
excellent effect on the discipline of the district, which was not again disturbed even iu the • 
most trying months ♦ivhich followecf, until the monsoon of 1S92 arrived. 

14. Locusts appeared in both districts and threatened to accentuate the prevailing distress, 
but the damage done by tliem.was fortunately inconsiderable. 

1.0. The Inealth of the district remained better than Reemed probable in so unfavourable a 
yeiir. There was a good deal of cholera in August aud Septeinl^er 1891 throughout the Ajmere 
District, and small-pox was prevalent during #tho last quarter of the year, but no epidemic on a 
large scale broke out. 

The general distress p.nd scarcity wlucli bid commenced with the scanty rainfall of 1890 in 
A jinerc-Merwara con tinued Avitli increasing severity until the monsoon of 1892 liad declared 
itself. The rainfall then received was exceptionally good, and the period of distress may Ih) said 
to liave passed away with the month of October 1892. . 

• ^ 16, Turning from this subject to the normal statistics of the year, it will be seen tiuit State- 
ment No. 42 shows a total revenue (Imperial) of 118,74,963 for A jmcre-Merwara against an ex- 
penditure of 115,82,63.“). 

The additional receipts and charges under local funds amounted to R3.38,445 and 113,35,1 70, 
respectively. Compared with the figures of 1890-91, the Imperial revenues show a falling-off 
of 1180,052, while the expenditure increased by itl,26,9I5. llie difference on. both sides of the 
account is attributed to the unfavourable cbxracicr of the year. 

17. The Land Revenue demand (including HI 1,576 on account of the l)alance outstanding 

from 1890-91) amounted to 113,82,94:1, or 1162,295 less tbmin 1890-91. Of this sum K2,7l,931 
wei^ collected, leaving ft 1,08,009 unrealbed at the close of the year. This was owing to the 
inability of the zemindars to pay the full demand consequent on the partial failure of lx)th the 
crops of the year. The recommendations for remission and suspension of revenue have Ix3eri 
dealt with .since the close of the year, and must be noticed in the report for 1892-93 now under 
preparation. . 

18, The receipts from stamps fell frpm 112,39,287 in 1890-91 to S2,06,395 in 1891-92, 
showing a decrease of .BS2,892. The income from excise collections rose from Rl, 08, 998 to 
1,57,090 during the year, an increase of R48,092. The arrears of the previous year, viz., 
B47,87 5, on account of Abkaxi revenue were realized, and R87,226 out of the minimum 

. B 2 
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guaranteed amount of fil ^25^351 for the jear were collected, leaving &38>125 outetaiidiug at 
the end of 1891-d2. Thie sum has also since been recovered. 

19. The receipts under the heads of Irrigation and Public Works which are not included 
ill the foregoing totals* amounted to R8,624 and R3,465 respectively, against an expenditure of 
fi3,25,41)l and fi2,61,83(>. Part at least of the extraordinary outlay inciUTed ou irrigation 
works during the ]ieriod of scarcity will, it is hoped, eventually prove remunerative. 

20. One head-constable and four constables were added to the Nusseerabad Cantonment 

Police Force. Hie Ajmere Municipality were relieved of certain police charges, and three officers 
and twelve men wlio were hitherto paid from the Municipal-Tuuds, were added to the. strength 
of the Imperial Force. • ^ 

In i^dition to the permanent poHcb establishment, 32 ccvpstables Vere temporarily enter- 
tained during* the year under report after the disturbances which occurred In September 1891. 

Tlie total cost of the Department amounted to Rl, 07,688 against Rl,07,328 in 1890. 

m 

The statistics of cognizable crime show a slight increase in the number of eases, while 
those of non-cognizable crime show a considerable diminution. There was a marked increase 
under the heads of Grievous Hurt,^^ '^Dacoity,^^ Robbery Lurking hoUse-trCiipaSF, 
and Ordinary Tlieft.^^ 

21. The j>erccntage of persons convicted to the total number whose cases were disposed of 
during the year rose from 49*19. in 1890 to 67*78. 

The number of appeals instituted during the year and the percentage of sentences and 
orders of the lower c op rts, reduced, altered, or revised, remained very nearly the same as in 
1890-91, viz., 488, against 490 and 23 against 22, respectively. 

22. The populatibn of the Central Jail at Ajiuere shows a considerable increase, viz., 2,174 
against 1,699, and the daily average number also rose from 383*18 to 407*38. Tliis increase is 
due to the SeptocnlDcr grain riots. 

The conduct of the prisoners was not so good as in 1890. The majority of offences related to the 
work rules. In 7 instances corporal punishment was inflicted against 3 in 1890. 

•During the year one prisoner vho was employed outside the jail escaped, but he was 
quickly recaptured and sentenced to a further term of imprisonment* for eight months. 

The health of Uie prisoners was very good for the greater part of the year, but towards 
its close induepza broke out, neceSsitaiting a lai’ge number of admissions into the jail hospital. 

The number of deaths was 1 1 against 3 in the preceding year. 

A lithographic press was started in tlie jail during the year. 

23. The number of civil sujts disposed of both by the ordinary Civil Courts and the 
CourtB of Small Causes during the/year ^decreased considerably. The average duration of 
contested cases was slightly above the figures of flie preceding year, while that of uncootested 
oases fell consiJei-ably. Most of the judicial officers in the district were employed on duties 
connected with the scarcity operations in addition to their judicial work. The services of two 
judicial officers were obtained temporarily from the Punjab Goveniment to assist in the. dis- 
posal of current cases and arrears. 

24. The number of dc juments registered fell from 1,623 in 1890-91 to 1,397 in 1891-93 
but the total amount of fees realized from the registratiou was fi2,798, or onl^ tt76 less th$,n* 
the {>receding year. The extraordinary income amounted to Rl,172 against 1,232. Tfje 
total charges amounted to R 1,427 against Rl,629/ Ihus the net receipts from this Department 
rose from H2,477 to R2,643. 

25. TTie year was most unfavourable for forest operations, but good work was done and 

fairly satisfactory results were recorded. .The ^rea of the reserved State Forests was reduced 
by 146 acres for reasons explained in the separate Forest Report. The total area was 89 2*^ 
acres at the clo.se of the yea*. Deducting the total area of the patchep under cultivation and 
cultivable within the reserves, which amounts to 672 acres, the net forest area stood at 88 666 
acres. * . ' 

• • 

The area of the villagre rfiserves underwent no change. As in 1890-91 the forest reserve 
were nnharmed by fire. 

^ Tho financial position of ti e ]>partihent showed an improvement, due as mnch .to econo- 
mical management as to increased r^eipts. The reoeijite an<l charge, amounted to K1 9 799 
and 1113, 9H6 respectively, yielding a surplus of B5,813 against 112,546 in 1890-91. - * 

As already noted tho Forest reserves saved many cattle front! starvation during the recent 
scarcity, anti the liberality of Government in throv^ing them open for grazing, while it reduoed 
the profits of the Department, ‘was much appreciated by the villagers in the neighbourhood. 
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26* The unsettled state of ftffai];s in the Ajmere Municipality, to which allusion was made 
in the I'eport for 1890-91, came to a climax by the resignation of all the elected members of 
the Committee in the month of August. The w’ork of the Municipality was thereafter carried 
on by the appointed membsrs with good results. A* new election of members was held in 
October 1891, but as four of the gentlemen elected refused to act on the Committee, a fresh 
election was arranged in the month of November to supply the vacancies. Since this crisis, 
Municipal affairs in the city have progressed more harmoniously, and the future is hopeful. 

Tiie Beawar Municipal Committee worked energeiicully and judiciously to obviate the 
effects of the scarcity within its scope. 

The interests of the Kekri Municipalitj'* were intelligently supervised, but th^ town is 
still backward; and there is room for much improvement in nearly every Department. 

27. As will be seen by reference to the detailed reports, the number of jmpils on the rolls 
of the schools in Ajmere-Merwara on Slst March 1892, showed a considerable decrease when 
compared with the Hgures 6f the preceding year. The monthly and daily attendance fell off 
to a corresponding extent. The anuals of the educational year are not satisfactory ; as even the 
chief institution in the district, the Ajmere College, was unsuccessful in the higher examina- 
ti^ ns, alfhough in the middle class examinations its results were remarkably grod. Measures, 
having*for their object the improvement of this branch of the administration, are now under 
consideration. 

The amalgamation of the English portion of the Beawar Municipal School, with the 
United Presbyterian Mission School, which h^ been so long discussed, was effected during the 
yjear. * * ^ 

28. Having regard to the special circumstances of the season, the toll usually levied 
during the Pushkar Fair on the Pushfear road and the shop-tax were suspended. The fair 
itself was not officially recognized, and was held on a. comparatively small scale. 

29 * A fifth meeting of the Walter Krit Rajputra Hitkarini Sabha^* was held at 
Ajmere on 20lh to 25tb February 1892 to consider the reports of the local committees and 
also to prepare their annual report which was read at the final meeting presided over by the 
Agent to the Governor-General. The report showed satisfactory advance in the social reforms 
this Sabha was designed to promote. Its example is being followed by other communities as 
remarked in the report for 1890-91, and notably by the Kyasthas, whose yearly conference was 
held at Ajmere this yeaV. 

30. The llnal report of the census operations undertaken in 1891 has not yet been 
received. • ^ 

31. No visitors of special importance came to Ajmere iu 1891-92. 

, • 

32. Speaking generally, the history of the year ns evidenced in every branch of the ad- 
•m inis tration, is that of a district struggling with adverse circumstances. Unfortunately the 
scarcity and distress which resulted from a succession of bad seasons did net close with, the 
year, but continued to a still greater degree through many months of the present year, 1892-93. 
The immed.iate pressuro'has left the district ; but its elTeets, in the shape of reduced population, 
weakened physique, dissipated savings, and increased indebtedness, will inevitably be felt for 
ina>*y years to come, both in Ajmere and Merwant, and not only by the khalsu part of th's 
population, but also by the jagirdara andistiiiwardars. On the other hand, the advantage which 
was so generously taken of the opportunity to improve and increase the water-supplies and 
reservoirs of the country, as well as its communications, cannot fail to he of permanent benefit*

The 
state of Goviildgarb was addeii to the number in .May 1S91 on the death of Thakur Kaghu 
Jath Singh, who left no direct issue. Hfs minor brother, Shanker Lai Singh, who was subse- 
iienif^ ad^>pted by the Thakurani, succeeded to the estate in October 1891 under the orders of 
he Chief ConMijit^sioner. ;

4. The totaV demand for the year amounted to Rl,10,447 against 111,03,732 in 1890-91^^ 
and the collections to R92,l 73 against R98,l 77. Ru.pces 214 were remitted. There was an out* 
standing halanco of R18,U60 on 31st March 1892, against R5,215 on the corresponding date in 
the preceding year. No comparison can fairly he made between the figures of the demand and 
collections of the year under report and those of the previous year, as the latter included two 
small estates of Bagsuri and Sankaria with an annual income of about .R3,700. Ihese have 
been excluded from the demand of the current year, while Govindgarh *(fll 1,000 per annum) 
has been added. 


6. The large increase in the balance outstanding is due to the fact that owing to the scar* 
city the full amount of the demand could not be realized. 

G. The actual charges of the Wards^ estates during the year under review fell. from 
R91,05G In 1890-91 to R87^970. On the other hand, the loans advanced rose from fi24,329 
to R3r>,525. 

^ 7 , The Government dues could not be recovered in full owing to the failure of crops, and 

^as obtained for the suspension of the recovery of 
revenue and eesses amounting, to &3,162 due from 
the estates noted on the margin on account of 
kUarif of Sam bat 1948.

8. The scarcity of fodder resulted in an extra expenditure of R4,7.02 on live stock. It is 
satisfactory to note that larger sums than in the.pre:;eding year were expended on relief works 
and protective advances to tenants. 
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^ 9, Owing to the nnfavotiMbie seasotT the dami and other loans due from the Wards' estates 

could not be repaid to the full extent. Heuce there was a falling off of fi5,888 under head 
^'Repayment of Loan/^ * . 

10. The construction of the Court of Wards 065ee and the Deolia Dispensary was com- 
pleted during the year. 

11. The estates with the largest balance their credit are those of the Thakur of Deolia 
and Shaik Abdul Latif. 

• 12. The takavi lo/in of- ill, 000, advanced to the deceased Thakur of Oovindgarh, was repaid 
when the estate was brought under management. 

The Thakurs of Raghunathgarh, Laraba, and Jaola, to whom takavi loans of R 1,500, 
R8,000, and H400, resjiectively, were granted during the year, laid out H2, 940, R3,969, and^ 
fil,342 on the construction and repairs of tanks, wells, and buildings. The Thakur of 
Pranhera and his younger brother were both rnariied during \he year. Both the latter and his 
wife, however, shortly afterwards died. 

13. The Thakur of Sadara, who is now in his 21st year, has completed his education. The 
minor istirnravdars of Lnmba and Jaola, each aged 15 years, and the Thakur of Shokla, 12 years, 
are still heading at the Kckri school, where the curriculum has been systematized, the anomalous 
state sf affairs last year obtaining having been reformed. The study of English has been made 
an extra subject, and greater attention is being paid to the vernacular side. Accommodation is 
being provided for the wards in the school compound, 

14. Shaikh Abdul Latif is now 20 years old ; bo is being eduoaied in the Ajmere Govern- 
ment College. 

15. The istimrardar of Govindgarh, aged 15 years, and Nawab Shums-ud-din Ali Khan, 
aged 17 years, are still reading in the Mayo College. 

The Thakur of Deolia is now in his 21.st year; he will take up the management of his 
estate iii February next. The istimrardars of Raghunathgarh and Piplaj have reached the ages 
of 21 and 20 years, respectively, anil have left the Mayo College, where they were educated. 

17. The istimrardar of Pranhera is 20 years old. 

18. Almost all the Wards’ estates have, as might be expected, suffered from the effects of 
the successive bad seasons, and several had to borrow money to meet the worting expenses of 
the year.. II 

19. The nvanageraent charges have, except jn the case of two or three estates, again 
exceeded five per cent, on the total collections. This is due to the fact that the receipts were un- 
usually low, an4it was impossible to effect a reduction in establishment in the same proportion.

and is solely due to the fact that during the year only R2,000 was repaid on account of the 
Goverhmenf loan, against HbjOOOin 1890-91. Strictly speaking there has been an increase of 
H1,4.S8 in expeniliture owing— (1) to the journey performed by the Dewan to and from Hyder- 
abad at a cost of BOOS ; (2) to a larger sum spent on wells and buildings ; (3) to the enhanced 
amount of court charges j and (4) to a refund of fil99 shown as “Expenditure.” 

The sum of fi659 mentioned above ns money advanced was paid to one of' the relatives 
of the Dewan in. order to acquire his share on a usufructuary mortgage. This was* desjtable, 
because considerable trouble had been caused by (his individual in the management of the estate 
to the detriment of its income. 

23. The Agent hopes to be able to credit a larger sum next year (1892-93) for the repay- 
ment of Government dues, as lie expects to recover .the arrears outstanding against Hyderabad-

28. Strength and cosU — Mr. Pryan E^erton, who liad l)een in rhariro of tin* Ajmoiv- 
Merwara Police Fo«’ce for about seven years, was transtVrred to the ITdaipur State in June 
1891, and was succecKliid (after a short interrej^num dnrinjjj whudi Air. (^»llis, I nspeetor of 
Police, held chai'f^e) hy Mr. H. Clo‘ 4 :st(>un, who retained ehaic^B during tho nonaind^-r of tlie 
year. The services rendered by Mr. h'lrerton have frequently been the subject of favourable 
^.omment and need no further mention here. 

29. The following comparative table shows the strenc^th and C(’st of tln^ entire Police

80. The Ajmere M nnicipality haviiipj been 
relieved of certain police cdiar^es, the contingent 
detailed in tlie margin which had hitherto been 
j)aid out of Alnnieipal fjinds, :il (Iiniio*li it was 
always borne on the rolls of the reg^iilar estab- 
lishnicnt, was added to the streno-tb of the Imperial 
Force. 


81. The increase of five in the total number of ofiicors and men is due to an in<>rease of one 
bead constable and four constables in the Nusseerabad Cantonment Police Porcc. 11ies(‘ men, as 
well as the members of the Alunicipal force, are included in the o'cneral comparative statement 
above. 

82. In addition to tlie permanent ^ostablisbrnont shown in the foreo'oinir table, 82 con- 
stables were ternixuarily entertained after the disturbances wdiieb oemrred in September 1S91. 
Their pay up to tlie close of the year under report was debited to the Cbaukidai i Fund. 

83. The perccutaj^e of the different castes of police officers remained tlie same as last 
year, viz. : — 

5 per cent. Christians. \ 411 per cent. Hindus.

Of the constables, including the temporary estahlishmeut, 46*50 per cent, wme Alaliomcdans, 
5 25 Mer, Meiat, and Chitas, and 48 25 Hindus. 

84 Owing to the arrangement already described the cost of the Police fonre payable 
from Imperiid revenues was enhanced by H 1,570, and the charges dobitable to other sources 
fell by ltl,210.

oi), Dhciplinc and conduct . — Twelve otfieers and 00 men were piinishod during the vear 
against 15 and 70 respectively in IS'JO, o5 and SO in ISSO, aiid A'Z and 08 in LSSS, Of the 
00 nnm, S were punished by Magistrates umhn* the Iiniian Penal (’ode, and 1 under section 
29 of the Police Act (V of lS61). Of those punished departmentally, 7 otiicers and 27 men 
were lined, S men suspended, 4 ollieers and 7 men degraded, and I European Ser^i-eant 
and 14 nnm wen* disiiiissed. 

?17. Rupees 51-2 ag.iia<t lltOl in 1890 and 11765 in 1880 were paid to police officers as 

rewards for displaying cxeeplional skill or vigilance in working out easrs. 

38. The new Chauki<iari s\slcni which was started in the year ISSS on tin* whole worked 
well. There were 178 ehaukidars in khalsa villages, and ehaukidars were appoiiited in almost 
all istimrari villages. The Superintendent remarks that crime has been regularly reported 
and that the ehaukidars generally hchaved well. 

The systinn of grouping has, however, not found favour in many'^ eases with the villa<'»*er8 
nor, except on the scori* of e(ionomy, does Mr. (Rogstoiin consider it to he satisfactory. Pro- 
posals for its moditieation have h(‘en submitted hy him to the District Magistrate of Ajraere, 
by whom tlu'y are now being coii'^idered. 

39. 'Ibe subjoined table exhibits iho slate of crime in the <listrict, exclusive of 
cases struck olf the registers as false during the past two years : — 



40. ("o(jtnzahlc. offvnccfi . — Of the 131 cases shown in tlie foregoing table, 1,682 or 53-72 
per cent, were olfences against local and sanitary laws, the balance being 1,119 against 1,347 in 
1890. Fn.m the following statement, giving details of more serious offences, it appears that 
there was a marked increase under the heads of Orievous flurt,^’ ‘‘ Dacoity,"^ Robbery

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41. Of the four murtler cases investig*ated (three repurted diiriu^ the year ami one pending 
hom last year) only one, in which si inahajan woman was killed by her ]nuanio\ir in Alerwara 
was prosecuted to conviction. The accused was sentenced to transportation for life. 

In the rrinainin^ three cases, which occurred in the Ajinere District, six persons were 
sent up for trial, but tJiey were dischaiged for want of suflicient proof. 

42. Ibree eases of attempt at murder, involving f<»ur sus|)ectc*d persons, occurred in 
Ajrnere. Two ol the accused were discharged on the magisterial oiniuiry j one was eonvicted, 
and the fourth was under trial at the close of the year. He W’as subsequently acajuitted. 

In the ease in which a. conviction wuk ohtaiued the atfcused was a girl of about ten, who 
robbed a child of liis ornaments and then pushed him into a well, hut fortunately without 
killing him. 

‘>.*1. dhere wen* two cases of culj)ahle homicide, hut conviction was obtained in only one, 
in which a man murdered his wife for misconduct. He was sentenced to transp«)rtat ion for 
ten years. 

Jn the second ca^e nine jiersons were prosecuted on a charge of killing a man in whose 
held they had gone to steal grain, but they were all discliarged by the Magistrate who empiired 
into tile case. 

44. Of tlie M cases of grievous hurt report(‘d conviction was seemed in It^, and 2 
were pending at the close of I lie year. In one case the iw^o ae<'uscd pcosoms were <lis( liargcd 
by the Magistrate, but on a further reference by the poli(*e one of them was comiuiltcd to the 
Sessions Court and sentenced to two yeaiV rigorous imprisonment. 

45. Of the lour eases of drug-ging, two were prosecuted to conviction. In one the 
accused w\as senieuced to live years and ten months' and in the other to four years' rig(»rous 
imprisonment. 

4(). The increase in the number of heinous offences, som (3 of which have been deserihed 
above, although serious, pre>ented no feature la^juiriug speidal comnumt,. Hnt the yriiv will 
always b<J a memorable one in tlie eriine annals of A jiiu re-Mci \vara from tbe o(‘(‘urr« nee of a 
number of cases techiiieally coining within the delinitioii of “ daeoity, but ])erhaps more 
projierly ilesignated grain riots.'’ These took place in September lh91, and no less than 
25 occurred within the .short perioel of 1 8 days. 'I’weiity- three W'cre within tlie limits of the 
Ajrnere Dis'ricl, and two only in Merwara. 

47. The number is t.lie more remarkalde seeing that during the past ten years the 
total number of reported (b-uroities in A jm(‘re-Mcrwara was oidy live. 

4S, Tlie eireumstaiiees have been fully report(‘d elsewhere, and no lengthy ae(*ount is 
needed here. It may, liowever, he notc.ul that owing to tho scanty rainfall during the monsoon 
of I 89 1 , t he })rospeels of t he approaeliiiig klnirif were very unfavourable. 4 be rabi harvest 
had been mucli below tlie averagi*, and thus it came about that th<* cult ivalors in many parts 
of the district were unusually d«‘pe?»deut upon the local Hohras and mahajans. 

• The latter w(?re naturally ill-disposed to liberality, and their caution was attended by some 
distress and much ill-feeling. 

This came to a climax in September 1801, when the series of ea-es of organi/a'd riot 
occurred to winch reference has already been made. It was ilionght ad visable to obtain military 
aid to assist the local puli<;C force iu maintaining order. The cireumstane(>s of the eases wen^ 
generally very similar, the vill.iger.s assembling iu considerable numljers in»t only to plunder 
the dealers' shops of grain, but also to gratify tlieir auim«»sity towards the Rohnis, whose hooks, 
bonds, and stores they destroyed iu several instances. 

49. The aggressors w^ere in each case Mers. Hut as soon as they approached a village 
they were largely joined by the inhabitants. 

It was appre’:. ended that the disturbances would spread to Merwara with its nunnoous 
Mer popnlaiion. This danger was averted partly hy the jirompt nieasuies taken in Ajnif k*, 
but also to a great extenr, l^y the lulUnuiee of the Merw;ira Hattaliou, l>oth |)onsioners amt 
present members of the force. It, may be interesting to notice some of tho mo>t serious riots. 

hO. Tbe first case of importance occurred on the loth September at Akhri village near 
Ghegal Police Station in the Ajrnere District. 'I'lic village was attacked by some .‘>00 num, 
and grain woitb about HOOO was taken from three house.s. This <*ase was quiekly followed by 
the attacks u| on Bit* on tbe lOth and 17th September; by the !t:i jgarh case on tho iStii; tlie 
Morajhari case on the 18lh and I9th ; the Untra case on the laltor dab* ; the KumhariJi case on 
the 20th ; the Sitaorian and Jelhana (1) cases on 2l.st; the (ioela r ise on ilic 22nd; th*; 
Nagelao, Jethuna (2) and Lohari cases. In all these cates tin* raiders obtained some measu.c 
of stieoe.'S, 

« 2 
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51. Tiie JJir c ise was one of the most serious, and dohorves spei ial menfion. On the 
Sei)tenil)or a iniinljer of men, e.-fimated at about 500, entered Bir village, and in conjunction 
witli the inhabitants jjlmulcnHl several local banias’ sliops as weil as a temple, whence brass 
images, cash, and many oinamenis were taken away. Tl.e village was attacked twice on the 
same day. One of the rioters was shot, an.l the dead bodies of two rioters killed by sword-cuts 
wert; subisiMjiieiiilv found, 

b:>. On IStl. September 1S91, the entire bazar at Rajgarh was looted by about 600 men. 

In this ease the rioters took special pains in searching for and destroying the account books 
ko])t liylho Iianias. 

5!}. Jcthana village was attacked twice, namely, on the 21st and 23rd September. 

In .Tcthana four M.rs belonging to the att.acking party were shot, and a watchman who 
had been privately engaged by a bania was also killed. No loss of life was reported in anv 
case except those of Bir and Jcthana. 

54. The total value of the property plundered was estimated at the large sum of BIO 000 
A large amount of grain was undoubtedly (-arried oil in nearly every case, and in some certain 
valuables were stolon. 

There is, however, little doubt that losses sustained Ii.ave been generally exagg^erated 

55. No loss than l,0(i4 persons were arrested as having been implicated in the riots, 

Seven Imndred and forty-nine were convieto.l and sentenced to various i.nnishmeiKs One 
buad,-ed and seventy-seveu were acquitted or di>cbarged, and 78 awaited trial at the end of the 
year. 'Iho result of these laises has l.cen scpaiutely reported. There has been no reeiirren<-e 
ed riots of tins k.n.l since these disturbances were quelled, although during the nine months that 
lollowed before the rains oi 1802, distress grew more .acute throughout tlie district. 

56. Twenty eases of robbery were reported during the year under review, a<^-iinst 8 in 
1890. Of tlie 8 cases sent up for tn.al, eoiivietion was obtained in 7, and 1 4 persons were 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. 

57. of trials for srriom criwg.~Tn the cases of serious crime specified in the fore 
going table, 1,557 persons against (138 in 1890 were arrested, including those awaitiius trial at 
the clo.<e of 1890. All of them were prosecuted. Two liundted and fortv-nine or ItTper e.nt 
against 15-20 per cent, in 1890 were acquitted or disehrirged ; 1,217 or 78-16 percent -u-iinst 
81-34 per cent, in 1890 were convicted; and 91 persons were awaiting trial at ihe'etid of 
the year. 

53. //rsult of jmllce o/tem/w/.v.— The police h.ad to deal with 3,139 true cases a-.inst, 
'3,103 in the ])recedin^ year. ‘ 

They invest igateil 2, 1 89 cases .as compared with 2.(585 in 1890. Of these no less than 9 i gn 
were prosecuted to cuivicltou, as contrasted with 2,063 in 1890. The percentage of invcsii.ra 
turns to reports was 69-53 against 86-25, and that of convictions to reports and investiLrafi.^.I 
was 69-44 and 99-86 respectively against 66-27 and 76-83 in the jirevions tear. 

59. There were 31 persons awaiting trial at the commencement of the year 1891 Th > 
added to the 3,907 who were arrested or appeared on ir.oeess, gave a total of 3 938 nersons f 'T 
'loalt with. Of these 18 died, escaj.ed, or were tramsferred without beimr brought before”" 
Magistrate for trial. The remainder— namely, 39-20— were prosecuted. Mio-hty-threo decimal

'Ihcsc li;^uros call for no special remarks. 

The proportion of the value of the property reenvored in tlto A jinorc town to the valtio of 
the property st-f'hoi shows a ennsidcrahle decrease when comparcil with results of 1890. But 
in Jieawar and Nussoerah.-Hl oii the other hand the returns show some improvement. 

G«k Cattle thefts — The numl.cr(-f these- eases in AjnuMc fell from *11 in 1890 to 25 in ISOl^ 
while in Morwara the number rose from 21 to G2. The decrease in x\jmero is at tribnted to the 
scarcity of fodder which made cattle less valuahle to plunder. In Merwara the increase is re- 
ported to ho due to the theft of o-oats an<l sheep which were (juiekly disposed of siiid eaten in 
the prevailinj^ scarcity of other Idruls of t od. 

Of the 57 cases admitted^ o9 or about two thirds wei:e prosecuted to conviction. 

64. General remarks , — As I took over charLre of the olh’co of Commissioner of Ajrnere- 
Merwara and (leneral Snpei intendeiit (►f the local police, several months after the close of the 
year to which this ref)ort ridates, I am unahle to testify by personal experience to the work of 
ti»c force, or to tin* success atitmdino- t heir efforts. Buttakiii^ into consideration their relative 
streiioth and llie except ionahly unfavonrahlc nature of the year under review, tlie workinj^ of 
the force, as shown by ihi; rep«u'ts received, a|)pears to have bopii fairly Balisfactory. 

65. riOj)osals have been made for improving the j)ay of the 2ml ^rade sowars, and for 
partially re-oriianizinj;^ the force. These are under consideration and will bo noticed more 
lully in ihe report for tin* current year. 

6G. Special police arrantreinents were made during the visit to Ajrnere in January 1891 
of His Imperial lliohness the Cesarewiteli of Itussia. 

G7. Assistance was readily alforded by the Native States on the borders of Ajrnere-Mor- 
wara whenever ueeasion arose. Their hel|) was, as far as jxissihle, lecijnocated by the local 
police, and cordial relations were preserved between the respective Ibrccs durin*^ the year. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

68. The number of offences reported was 1,871 or 1,120 loss than in 1890. Of these 399 
(against 855 complaints in the f)revions year) were dismissed under section 2U3 of the Criminal 
Pi ocedure Code, and 197 (as compared with 118 in 1890) were struck off the r(‘oister as false. 
The cases returned as true therefore numbered 1,275 (excluding 1 case committed by the Magis- 
trate of Abu) against 4,988, showing a decrease of 713 when compared with those in 1890. Of 
the 4,275 cases, 2,GG9 oceunod in Ajrnere, and I, GOG in Merwara. The corresponding figures 
for 1890 were 3,667 and l,32l respectively. The following statement gives the figures of 
otlen/jds rep«>ited for Ajrnere and Merwara for the last five years : —

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The reduction in 1 80] is the more remnrkahle, as a year of scarcity and distress is usually 

attended by a considerable increase in criinc, more es[)oeialiy in iCi*ard to otrenees a^»‘ainsfc pro- 
f*erty. Tliis class of <»iTences no doubt showed some increase, namely, 857 ai^ainst 7h7 ill 1890. 
Hut if the cases connected with the disturbances in tin* second fortnbjfht of September were 
excluded, and liiese j)rest‘nted exlraoniinary features, the total would probably show a diminu- 
tion instead of an increase. 

OllVnces affecting the human body (Cliapter XVI of the Indian Penal Code) luimberod 
1,01‘Jj a^'-ainst l,d7(), those against ])n»pcrty (Chapter XV Jl) 857 as contrasted with 787 in 
1890, and 228 against 24S fell under other provisions of the Code. 

'ri»cre were 2,1 01 olfeiu-es under special and lo<*al law#* aj^^ainst 2, 157, while the cases under 
the Salt Act Xll of 1882 were 75 against 120 in the previous year.

The increase in attempt at rnurd and kidnapping is comparatively trilling and (!*di8 f<ir no 
reniark. The last I ' ir » ‘ads *r to oileiuH's against property, and although they show, some 
increase of crime as Cvimparcd, wAi the mv coding 3 ear, tiiere was no siirh marked accession to 
the nnmheis as would bo txpcc cd in a famine r^caMui. The rise in the tolal is indeed almof.t 
entirely attributable to the outl.reak of the disturbances tccbiiically callt d daco ties already 
referred to winch occurred in September 1891, and wbicli have been mentioned in detail in the 
police portion of this report. These cases were of (juite an exceptional character, both as 
regards their causes and extcution. 

71. Of the total nuinlcr of cases lirought to trial 50vS8 per cent, against 51-66 per cent, 
in 1890 related to offences unuer the Police Act and Special and Local Laws, and 17*63 against 
21*27 per cent, were cases of simple assault. 
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72. Aliscollaiipons cases dealt witli during tlie year hy tlie various criminal courts under 
the Code of Criminal Procedure numl)ered fij*, involving* 212 j)ersons. The corresponding* 
figures for the last year were 7S cases and 216 persons.

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74. Tlui total luimber of cas(*s disposed of and persons t ried shows a decrease of 776 and 
579 respeetive’y when compared witli tlie lignros for the year 1890, 

7n, Of the 4,20S eas<'s <lis|)Osod of, 2,392 against 2,r)9(5 in 1800 weia^ disposed of by 
stipendiary Magistrates, 1,852 or 578 less than in the previous year by Honorary Magistrates, 
and 24 :igainst 18 by the Sessions Judge. 

76. The number of aceused wlio aj)poan‘d before the various courts (including those tri(*d 
])y the Sessions C(»uri) was 8, .380, against ^,877 in 1800. OF these 2 1 against 27 eitfi(.‘r died, 
escaped, or \v(Me Iran^ferrt'd to courts lieyond the distri<‘t, .3,22)8 against, 4,375 were disdiargeil 
or ac(piitted, :ind 4,<)88 against 1,275 were <‘on vieti'd. Cases against 187 persons were cominit- 
te^l or referred to high(*r tribunals, and cases against 213 remaii\ed jionding at the end of 
the year. 

77. The pel ceidage of persons convicted to tin* total mimlicr whose cases were disposed 
of during the year was 57’78 against 19*19, and that of persons acquitted or dis<*harged was 
39*9 1 against 50*18 in the precc^ding year. 

78. There were 188 p<*rsons under trial in the Sessions Court during the year against 20 in 
1890. Of these 15 were ac(|uitt(‘d, 110 W‘:*re eonvi<*ted, and 03 awaileil tiunr trial at tlie end 
of the year. In no case was a sentence of capital punishment passed. In one case the accused 
waa sentenced to transj’ortation for life. To relieve the strain caused by the exigencies of 
famine work, the Judicial Assistant Commissioner, A jmere, was investf*d with tlie powers of 
Assistant Sessions Judge for the disposal of serious criminal cases. He disposed of 6 cases 
against 61 persons out of the 188 accused who were committed to the Sessions Court. 

79. Average duration , — The average duration of each case disposed of by the Magistrati’s 
was 7*13 against 6’80 days in the preceding year, and of lliab di-^posed of by the Si-ssions 
Court was 37*62 days against 2r) r>5 in 1890. Tliis increase also is mainly attributable to the 

•pressure of executive duties. 

80. Witnesses . — Of the 7,975 witnesses examined during the year by the various Magis- 
trates against 8,575 in 1890, 7,216 were discharged after one day^s appearance, 464 afler two 
days, 186 after three days, and 109 were detained for four days and more. 

One hundred and ninety-nine witnesses attended the Sessions Court during the year 
against 151 in 1890. Of these 177 were detained for one day, 19 for two days, and 3 for 
three days. 
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«Sl. P ufi/s/irntnits . — 'I ho loilowitj^ t;ihlo shows the details of puntshmoiits indicted durihi^ 
tlic yefir un<ler r<*virw : — 
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82. linndred and ei(^hty-f^ix persons we re seniteneed to iinprisonnn nt against ()79 in 
181)0; 2‘M' or 2<i*‘l»l per cent, were sentenced to terms of iinpiisonrnent for 15davs and under; 
428 or 18*30 per cent, for periods varyinj^ from 1(5 days to 0 months; 152 or 17*15 per cent, 
for periods hetAveon six months and two years; 71 or S OI p»‘r cmt. were sentenced to terms 
of 7 years and under, one person was sentenced to transport alien for life, and one for a term 
of 10 years. 

83. Three thousand four hundred sixty-nine persons were fined during the year, against 
3,710 in the pivcedin<j^ year. In 3,202 or 02*30 per cent, of the cases the amount of fine in 
each case was under UK), and in 207 or 7*70 per cent, it oxet'eded UlO, but did not exceed 
R500, Tiie a,i>:^’ro<;’ate amount of the lines imposed was K 15,000 durinii^ the year against 
H27,630 in 1M)0, and the realizations amounted to 5110,098 against 1117,079. Of the sum 
realized 11843 ag*ainst H228 in 1890 were paid by way of compensation. 

84. Sentences of whipping were .awarded to 401 persons against 98 in 1890. Seventy- 
two persons were sentcriced to receive 10 stripes and under, 814 to more than 10 but h'ss than 
20, and 75 to more than 20 but b ss than 80. The larg*c increase in tlio number of persons 
whipped is due to the grain riot case^ of September 1891, in which the greater number of 
prisoners were eonvieted of theft, and under the eircumstanecs wbij)ping bad to be resorted to 
as the most appropriate and deterrent punishment. 

85. The number of persons ordered to find or give security for keejiing the peace or for 
good behaviour rose from lOG to 110. Four persons were imprisoned in default of finding 
security for good behaviour. 

8G. Appt^ah . — Appealable sentences by the Magistrates were passed on 2,9o0 persons 
against 2,980 in the preceding year. Four hunvlrcd and eiglity-eight persons preferred appeals 
against 490 in that year. Of these 213 against 22 7 came before tlie Sessions Court, and 275 
against ‘263 before tlie Courts of District Magistrates. 

87. d'ljc subjoined table sliows in detail the appeals disposed of by (bo Sessions Court : 
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Of the appeals disposed of, 75*11 against 67* J 2 per ceut. in 1890 were ivjv'cted summarily* 
In 14*08 against 8*22 per cent, the sentence or order passed by the lower coui't was confirmed^ 
and in 9*8H against 15*62 per cent, the sentence or order was either reduced, reversed, or other- 
wise modified. 

88. Of the 275 appeals which came before the District Magistrates, 167 were in the 
Xjmere District and 108 in Merwara. The corresponding figures jn 1890 were 151 and 112 
respectively. In 174 appeals the sentence or order passed by t!;o lower court was confirmed, 
and in 91 appeals such order or sentence was either reduced or reversed j 10 appeals remained 
pending at the close of the year. 

89. The Sessions Judge specially called for and examined the proceedings of Magistrates 
in 20 cases, involving the same luimher of persons. In 15 cases the proceedings were returned 
without interference. One case was sent up to the High Court on the Revision Side, and 4 
remained pending at the close of the year. 


RAILWAY JURISDICTION. 

• 

90. There were 37 cases involving 55 persons accused of ofFences committed within the 
Bajput&na Railway limits before the Magistrates of Ajmero-Merwara, as compared with 35 
cases and 40 persons in 1890 ; 22 persons were charged with tlieft, 8 with criminal breach of 
trust, 1 with cheating, 7 under the Railway Act, and 17 with other offences. Of the 55 
persons accused, 37 were convicted and 18 cither acquitted or discliargod. Of those convicted, 
12 were sentenced to imprisonment without fine, 5 to imprisonment and fine, 15 were fined only, 
and the remaining 5 wevo whipped. Two offenders were also Avliipped in addition to other 
punishment. The term of imprisonment awarded to 9 persons was six months aild under, and 
in the case of 8 tlio term exceeded six months hut did not exceed two years. 

91. The aggregate amount of fine imposed during the year was R200 against 206 in 1890, 
and the realizations amounted to R93 against R137. Rupees 11 were paid by way of com- 
pensation. As was tbe case last year, no appeal in a railway case was i^rel'erred in the Courts 
of tl)e District Magistrates during the 3 car under review. 

92. In the Court of the Commissioner, Ajmere-Mcrwara, exercising the powers of Sessions 
Judge on the Railway Jurisdiction, 2 oases were brought to trial against 3 in the juecedi ng year. 
The numljer of persons under trial was 3 against 8 in 1890. Of the 3 i)orsons, 2 were convicted 
and 1 was uc(p«*tted. Of the 2 persons convicteJ, 1 was sent up by the District Magistrate 
Ajrncro, for confirmation of the punishment awarded by him in excess of his ordinary powers 
*l'he term of imprisonment passed on the other did not exceed six months. 

93. Ihirty-seven appeals from the orders of the Magistmtes exercising jurisdiction within 
the Rajputana-Malwa Railway limits outside Ajmere-Mcrwara came Inifore tbe Sessions Court. 
Of tliese, 36 were disi^osed of, leaving 1 appeal pending at the close of the year. Of the 36 
appeals, 35 were summarily rejected, and in 1 tbe sentence passed by the lower court was 
confinned. 

- 94. As I joined the district after the close of the year to which this report relates, I have 
no personal experience of its events to aid me in reviewing its history. It was a year of unusual 
scarcity as regards water and fodder, although grain at no time showed famine prices. But 
notwithstanding the fact that the unfavourable nature of the season was felt in a greater or 
less degree tlu’oughout the whole district, there was not the extraordinary increase of crime that 
might have been lookid for. The most remarkable feature of the year the series of disturb- 
ances or riots ab'cady referred to. The District Magistrate of Ajmero points out that the 
decrease in the number of cases in that district is chiefly noticeable m the classes of cases in- 
stituted under Municipal and Cantonment Rules, the Police Act, and assault cases. He thinks 
that the diminution may probably be attributed to the fact that the pressure of scarcity this 
)'ear has left people less time and money to expend on usfless quarrels. He institutes a sug- 
gestive comparUou between certain figures for 1891, and the corresponding totals for the famine 
year 1869 for the Ajmere District, the relative results being —

The population was far smaller in the earlier year. On tbe other hand the power of tbe 
police to bring offenders to justice was probably more than proportionately less than it is at 
present. On the whole the comparison is considerably in favour of the year under report.

and 883 under- trial prisoners against 475, were received int5 the jail. The increase in popula- 
tion is ‘due to the grain riots in September 1891, which gave a large number of admitisions. 
The daily average of convicts shows a slight falling off, while that of under^trial prisoners a 
rise from 18*84 in 1890 to 54*91 in 1891. 

The jail was sligiitly overcrowded during the last three months of the year, but in order- to 
obviate overcrowding, the Government, on the recommendations of loeal authorities, have, since 
the close of ttie year, sanctioned the transfer of 116 convicts to the Agra Central Jail. 

96. Disposal of coyivicts.—Ql. the 1,274 convicts (including 833 remaining from the last 
year) only 71 were females, and the rest males. Eight convicts were removed to other jails 
(2 to undergo sentence and 6 for transportation beyond seas), 38 were released on appeal, 744 
on expiry of sentence, 63 under remit-sion mles, and 1 under the orders of Government on 
account of sickness, 1 prisoner escaped, and 1 1 died. One man w'as executed, leaving 417 re- 
maining on 8l8t December 1891. 

97. Classification of convicts-^Religion . — The 940 prisoners newly admitted during the 
yesMT (excluding the 1 received by tmnsfer from the jail outside the district)^ professed the 
following religions

age, 81 between 17 and 40, 13 between 40 and 60, and 2 over 60 years.

Of the 58 female prisoners, 4‘’ were married, 4 unmarried, 8 widows, and 6 prostitutes. 

100. Nature and leu^h of se7ii*'^>*ce,^OxAy 4t) out of 940 convicts admitted during the year 
were .sentenced to sirapjp imuxisonnic ut, and the remaining all to a rigorous one. 

In addition to the sentence of rigorous imprisonment 13 convicts were punished with 
whipping and 11 with solitary confinement. Eighty-oue decimal fbrty-niue per cent, of the 
new admissions were for terms not exceeding 12 iK;^iiths, 16’07 for terms above one year but not 
more than 5 years, 1*49 for terms varying between 5 and 10 years. One convict was sentenced 
to more than lo years^ imprisonment, 8 to transportation (7 for life and 1 for term). Nb 
man was ordered to be hanged during the yo ir. 
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101, Nature of crimes . — The greatest, number o6 admissions was due to theft, being 318 
as compai’ed with 221 in the preceding year. The offences of house-breaking and house- 
trespass caused 170 convictions against 124 in 1890. Ninety-two persons against 3 in the last 
year were imprisoned for committing dacoity, most of them being involved in the grain riots 
of September-last. 

102, Re-cmvictions . — Of the 940 convicts admitted during the year, 142 had been pi*eviou8ly 
convicted as compared witli 137 j’e-convictions out of 807 admissions last year. Seventy-nine 
of tiiese bad one previous conviction against them, 40 had two, and 23 more than two. In 
1890 the corresponding figures were 82, 32, and 23. • 

103, Juvenile prisoners , — In the juvenile ward there were 14 boys on 1st January 1891. 
Thirty-six •were admitted dimnyr the year, making a total population of 50 inmates. Of these 

• 83 were released on expiry of their sentence, 2 died, and 15 renuiined at tbe end of the ye:ir. 
The average daily* number of such prisoners was 13-82 as compared with 1079 in 1890. 

* To make room for the dacoits concerned in the riots of September who were sent in to the 
Hawalat in largo numbers, the boys Imd for a short time to be removed to the European Wai*d 
inside the jail, and there they were kept apart from adult prisoners. 

TBe conc^uct of the boys was genei-ally good throughout the year, the ouly puiyshment in- 
flicted being the reduced diet in case of one on whom cash amounting to six annas were found. 
They were, as usual, regularly taught carpentry and smith's work in addition to reading and 
writing, but gardening had to* be abandoned for some months owing to the want of water. 
Their food and clothing underwent no change. 


The general health of the juvenile prisoners was good. There were altogether 7 admis- 
sions into hospital with 2 deaths from pneumonia. The fatal cases occurred in December when* 
influenza was prevalent in the jail. 

104. Conduct and discipline of convicts.*~-^'V\i^ conduct of the prisoners was not so good as 
in 1890. The prison offences rose from 26 to 37. Of these 2 were committed by the female 
afld the rest by male prisoners. The majority of them related to work. In case of 25 the 
punishment inflicted was solitary confinement, with or without reduced diet; in that of 5 the* 
"imposition of penal (\iet ; 7 prisoners were flogged. lUie ratio per cent, of puuisfiments to the 
daily strength was 10*51 as compared with 7*16 in the previous year, 

105. Escapes , — During the year under review one prisoner escaped from outside the jail, 
but he was recaptured by the jail head watchman who followed him. The fugitive was 
punished with an extra term of eight months^ rigorous imprisonment. The two prisoners who 
edbaped in previous years still remain uncaptured. 

106. Education ^ — The prisoners made a fair progress in education. Of the 940 prisoners 

admitted during the year, 848* wc/e quite illiter- 
ate) 62 were able to read or write a little; and only 
30 could read and write well. The average attend- 
ance of pupil convicts rose from 54*25 in 1890 to 

95*40. One hundred and fifty prisoners out of 
844 released during the year were educated, and they made a fair progress during the term of 
their incarceration.

107. Food and clothing , — ^The food and clothing supplied to the prisoners underwent no 
change during the year. Owing to the want of rain vegetables could not be produced iii 
sufficient quantities in the jail garden and had to be purchased from bazaar, 

108. Employment of convicts , — Exclusive of Sundays and holidays, the daily average 
number of prisoners sentenced to labour was 306’49 as comy^ared with 310*60 in the previous 
year. Of ftese 7*14 (or 2*33 per cent.) were exempted from labour on account of sickness and 
infirmity^ 10970 (or 3579 per cent.) were employed on prison duty, and 189-65 (or 61*88 per 
cent.) on manufactures. 

"A lithographic press has been started in the jail during the year, and has done a certain 
amount cf work. 

* The net cash earning from the jail manufactures amounted to R3, 47 1-14 as compared 
witli 114,201-7-0 in the previous year, and the profit per head to RIO against Rll-14-4. The 
decrease is merely nominal, and is due to the fact that the two valuable carpets prepared 
during the year were not paid for till Slst December 1891, Had their price been realized 
daring the year, the profit and earnings would have shown some progress over the preceding 
year.

The rise in the cost of mtions is due partly to the coiTes|K)nding increase in the number of 
prisoners, a.nd partly to th(3 deanicss of provisions accompanied with the necessity for purchasing 
vegetiibles from market, there being no water sulPicient for the in'oclucti iu of vegetables in the 
jail 

The increase in the establishment charges is due to the fact tliat the post of the first 
moharnr wliuli remained vacant during the previous year was filled up for a greater ])art of the 
year under report, as also to the employment of a hospital assistant on 1155 instead of on KfVS 
mensem , 

The incr^sed consumption of drugs .during the recent outbreak of influenza in the jail* 
caused a comparatively greater cxpenditine under head Hospital charges/^ 

The necessary supply of blankets and beddings to tho large number of rioters imprisoned 
during September and Octolier resulted in greater expenditure under head “ Clothing/^

The net cost shows a saving of 112,577 when compared with 1890. 

The sum of R9,829 recovered from the Native States on account of diet and maintenanoe 
of prisoners includes ft 5, 976, Loing the aiTears due for the year 1889, and exceeds the amount 
received iu the previous yeai* by U2,722. 

111. Health of prisoners.^l^he health of the prisoners was very good for a greater part o£ 
the year, but towaids its close influenza broke out and caused a great number of admissions into 
the hospital. Tlie cases treated during the year under review numbered 129 as compared nMth 

127 in the previous year, showing an excess of only two, while the daily strength was 407'S8 

against 38;3’ 18. The rates per cent, of admissions into hospital to the average strength bein^ 
3 1*66 against 38' 14. ® 

The number of deaths was 11 against 8 in tlw preceding year; 8 deaths were caused 
by remittent fever, 4 by pneumonia, 1 by dysentery, 1 by congestion of brain, 1 by mortifi- 
cation of scrotum, and 1 by fatty heart, the last 8 being merely accidental. 

The (kily average number of sick was 4-94 against 6-04 in the preceding year, and the per- 
centage of deaths to strength was 2*70 against ’TH, ^ ^ 
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In July and August, u'hen there was cholera in Ajmoie, commuiiicat'ons to and from the 
jail were, stopped as far as posBil>le ; and also in September and October, when grain rioters were 
brought to the jail in large gangs, they were kept separately from other prisoners outside the 
jail building. Fortunately no case of cholera occurred in the jail. 

112. General remarke. — The -jail lias been well managed by the Superintendent, who 
speaks favourably of the staff under him, and especially brings to notice tlie good work done by 
Maya Dass, the jail darogah. 

CIVIL JUSTICE. 

11.3. Number of suits instituted. total number of civil suits instituted, including 
reviews and cases remanded or revived during the year 1.891, was 7,494 as contrasted with 
9,975 in 1890, showing a decrease of 2,481 suits. 

Of the 7,494 suits 2,958 were filed in the ordinary civil courts, and 4,536 in the Small 
Cause Courts, against 4,353 and 5,6 !>2 respectively in the preceding year. All the courts, 
except that of the Naib Tehsildar, Beawar, show a cousiderablo deeroaso, attributable, in great 
measure, if not entirely, to the scarcity and distress prevailing in the district throughout the 
year. 

Oil the other hand the total for the yeir 1890 was unusually high, 

114. Nature of suits. — During the year under review 7,296 suits against 9,529 in 

1890 were newly instituted. Of these 6,697 or 90'42 against 88'3fi per cent, in 1S9() were 
suits for money or moveables ; 388 or 5‘31 against 8-32 per cent, revenue suits, and 311 or 
4 27 against 8’:i2 per cent, title and other suits. 

Of the 6,597 suits relating to money or moveables, 6S*.51 per cent, were based on 
written contracts, 12’49 on unwritten obligations, 26-S4 on accounts shited, 2-39 were for 
goods sold, and 4'77 per cent, were suits relating to otlier claims. With the exception of 
suits based on written and unwritten obligations all I he other classes show an increase when 
compared with the figures of 1890. 

Out of every 100 revenue suits, 79'64 against 96 22 in 1899 were suits for recovery 
of arrears of rent with or without ejectment or cancelment of leasee. 

Of the title and other suits about* 75 per cent, against 60 per cent, in 1890 were for 
immoveable pr< perty. 

115. Value of suits. — Owing to the decrease in the number of suits instituted during 
the year, the total value of the subject-matter fell from R6,.‘J7,756 in 1890 to 114,78,805 in 

1891 showing a decrease of 111,58,951. 

In 71'36 per- cent, of the suits the value did not exceed H50, in 16'70 per cent, the 
value varied from H.'iO to illOO, and in 10‘77 per cent, the subject-matter was above lllOO 
and less than 11500. There wera only 86 cases beyond the cognizance of a Subordinate Judge, 
second class. Of this number the value of the subject-matter in 42 did not exceed HI, 000^ 
in 32 suits such value was 115,000 and under, the subject-matter in 4 suits was valued at 
filO 000 and under, and there wore 7 suits the value of which could not be estimated in money. 

116. Disposal of suits. — The subjoined table exhibits the number of suits disposed of 
by the different classes of civil courts during the year under review, as compared with the

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117. Small Cause CouHs.-^Ab comparc?d with 1890 there was a large decrease of 1,154 in 
the number of suits for disposal in all the Small Cause Courts in -the district, 4,754 suits were 
disposed of against 5,600 in the preceding year. Of the suits dispose^ of 25*01 per cent, 
against 25*55 were settled without trial, 54‘26 per cent, against 64*19. without contest, a^d 
20*74 per cent, against 20*26 were contested. Of the suits settled without trial 1,081 against 
1,181 were dismissed for default or want of .ptpsecution. In 77 against the same number in 
1800 the plaint was rejected or returned, and in 81 against 196 it was withdrawn with the 
permission of the Court, 

Of the uncontested cases 273 against 483 in 1890 were compromised, 1,548 against 1,909 
decreed on confession, 731 against 639 decreed ex parte and 27 against 52 dismissed ex parte. 
Of the contested cases 82*15 per cent, against 87*77 in 1890 weie decided in favour of the 
plaintiffs, and 17*85 against 12*23 per cent, in tli^t of the defendants. 

In Ajmere the Small Cause Court Judge was assisted hy the Registrar of the Court who 
disposed of J,569 petty cases. Thus the Judge himself had to dispose of 1,729 suits, of which 
about one fourth were contested. 

118. Ordinary civil courts of original Jurisdiction . — Two thousand nine hundred and 
forty-seven cases, or l,43l less than in the pneeditig year were disposed of during the year. 

Of the suits disposed of 17*98 per cent.^weie settled without trial, 60*77 per cent, without 
contest, and 21*25 per ceut. with contest. 

Of the suits settled without trial 355 or 66*98 per cent, were dismissed for default or . 
absence of prosecution. 

In 122 cases the plaint was rejected or returned, and in 53 it was withdrawn with leave 
of Court, Of the unconteslod suits 581 against 833 were compromised, 965 against 1,252 
decreed on confession, 258 against 337 decreed ex parte, and 37* against 78 disraisseil €3t parte^ 

119. Arbitration . — Qf the contested cases 129 against 97 in 1890 were referred to arbitra- 
tion, Of 129, 38 were Small Cause Court cases and 91 ordinary civil suits. Seventy-eight 
decimal twenty-nine per*oeut. of the cases were decided in favour of the ’plaiu tiff, and 21*71 for 
the defendant, 

• 120. Fending suits . — Eight hundred and five against 1,012 remained pending at the 

close of the year (341 in Small Cause Courts and* 464 in the ordinary civil courts). Of 
the 635 cases pending in Ajmere, the largest number was 11 <8, in the Court of the Judicial 
Assistant Commissioner. In Merwara, out of the total number of 170 capes, 115 were on the 
file of the Small Cause Court, Beawar. The number, of cases pending over three months was 
208 (180 in Ajmere and 28 in Merwara), the largest. number being 59 in the Court of theNaib, 
Tehsildar of Ajmere. The Judicial Assistant 'Commissioner and Extra Assistant Commissioner 
had 58 and 44 such cases pending in their respective courts.

The average duration in contested cases rose from 52*04 in 1890 to 64*56 in 1891, while in 


uncontested cases it fell from 35*37 to 27*86 days. In the courts of the paid Sub-Judges the 
average duration in both contested and uncontested cl^es has risen considerably. This is attri- 
butable to the fact that owing to the scarcity prevalent in the district, much of the Subordi- 
nate Judge^fl time was occupied in administrative work and in disposing of the special cases con* 
nected with the grain disturbances which occurred in^September 1891. 
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The duration (tf suits during IK92 should not be sR high, as since December 1S91 the 
services of two additional Sub-Judges have been temporarily secured. 

ISS. The number of witnesses who appeared and were examined by the 

various civil courts during the year under review was- 5,912, against 78'26 in the preceding 
year. Of these 5,360 against 7,091 -were discharged on the day of their appearance, 335 against 
484 detained for two days, and 217 against 251 for three days or more.' 

123. Miteellaneous ease ». — Miscellaneous cases for disposal (excluding those in the Court 
of the District Judge, which have been shown separately), numbered 1, 134 against 1,1 14 in 1890. 
Of these 889 against 897 were disposed of, leaving 24.^ pending at the close c.f the year. Of the 
oases disposed of 278 against 314 were settled without trial, 45 against 56 without contest, and 
566 against 528 with contest. Of tl'e oases pending 103 were pending more than three 
months, the largest number being 68 in the Court of Small Causes at Ajmero. 

The average duration in Ajmere rose from 24 48 to 62*47, and in Merwara it fell from 
13*71 in. 1890 to 5 83 days.

The number of applications to be dealt with during the year under review were 13,062, 
against 16,477 during the j>r«cediiig year. 

Of the 11,402 applications disposed of, whi<b show a decrease of 3,078 when compared 
with the fignies of the proceJing year, 5,606 or 49*16 per cent, against 63*97 per cent, were 
wholly or partially satisfied, while 5,635 or 49*42 per cent, against 45*05 per cent, in 1890 were 
wholly infi*uctuou8. 

The amount realized with and without the issue of process naturally decreased with the 
number of applications. One thousand six hundred and sixty against 1,997 applications 
remained pending at the close of the year. 

* 126. Aopeatt.—ln the Courts of Subordinate Judges, 1st class, there were 126 appeals for 

disposal daring the year against 142 in 1890. Of these, 104 wore received during the year, 
and 22 wore pending from previous year. 

In Ajmere 95 apf cals were agmnst the decisions of the paid Sub- Judges, 2nd class, and 
Munsififs, and 23 from those of Honorary Tribupals. 

In Merw'ara all the 8 appeals'wore against the decisions of the paid Munsiffs of Heawar 
and Todgarh, 99 appeals against 1*20 in IH90 were disposed of, loavihg 27 pending at the end 
of the year. Of the 99 appeals 4 1 were disposed of by the Assistant Commissioner of Ajmere, 
50 by the Judicial Assisiant Commissioner^ and 5 by the Assistant Commissioner, Merwara. 

In 63 appeals the decisions of the lower courts were confirmed, in 5 modified, in 16 
reversed, and 3 appeals were remanded fdr further enquiry, while 1 1 were struck off or 
withdrawn. 

t)f the appeals disposed of, 42*42 per cent, were from decisions in suits for money 
or. moveables, 21 22 per cent, in revenue suits, and 86*36 per cent, in title or other suits. The 
oorraspooding figures for 1890 were 42 60, 18*33, and 89* 17 respectively. 

The average oumber of days taken up iu the disposal of appeals ^was 54*86 ag-ainst 76*06 
days in 1890. 

There were 7 appeals pending more than three months, against 12 in the preceding year. 

There were only 2 miscellaneous oases against 13 in 1890 before the Appellate Conrta. 
In one tie decision was confirmed, and in the other it was modified. 
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12(). Insolvency . — Inoluclinsr Spending from last year there were 18 applii-ations for 
declaration of insolvency bef 're the Judicial Assistant Commissioner, Ajmere. Of these 7 
were rejected, and 1 1 remained pending at the close of the year. 

117. District Jurlfie’s Court.— Ho suit of original jurisdiction was tried by this court 
during the year. Miscellaneous cases numbered 135 against 88 in 1890. One. hundred 
and twenty -three were disposed of, leaving 12 pending at the end of the year. Of the cases 
disposed of 1 was settled without trial, and 122 were contested. Of the latter 1 12 were decided 
ill favour of the plaintiff, and 10 in that of defendant. 

The average duration of these cases was 14‘91 against 89'47 days in 1890. 

The increase in the number of these cases is due to the operations of Act VII of 1889 
(Succession Certificate Act). The following statement gives the particulars of cases under thig

128. Appeals. — Including 10 appeals awaiting disposal at the commencement of the year, 
63 appeals were lodged during tho year under review against^91 in 1890. Of these 43 were 
disposed of, leaving 20 * pending at the close of the year. 

In 32 against 41 appeals in 1890, the decision of the lower court was uphold in one 
instance, against 14 it was modified, and in 8 against 15 it was reversed. Only I appeal 
against 9 iu the preceding year was remanded for retrial, and 1 against 2 was dismissed for 
default. 

Tho average duration of appeals was 111*18 days as compared with 77*52 days in 1890. 
This increase is due to tlio fact that owing to the abnormal pressure of work connecled with 
tho scarcity iu the district tho hearing of the appeals had to be postponed from time to 
time. 

129. Miscellaneous cases numbered 31 against 34 in 1890. Of these 26 were disposed of 
and 5 awaited disposal at the end of the year. Seventeen against 20 appeals were rejected! 
One a'^ainst 8 was dismissed for default, and 8 against 3 were accepted. 

130. Tho average duration of each appeal rose from 41*29 to 79-63 days. 

131. General remarks. — As already stated, the decrease both on the criminal and civil side 
iu litigation, and the rise in tho average dur-itioii of cases disposed of by most of tlie courts, is 
mainly aUrihutable to the unfavourabli? nature of the year under review. Most of the olfioeiB 
oonoerned have Ireeii em))loycd on famine work in addition to their judicial duties, and the 
services of two oflicers were lent by tho Punjab Government to assist iu the disposal of the 
court work, ••amely, Bhai Arjan Singh and Sayed Dilawar Ali Sl.ah. They were appointed 
ns Extra Assistant ('ommissioners, and arrived at Ajmere shortly before the close of the year 
1891. The former was invested with the powers of a Sub-Judge and Magistrate, first class, 
and was also Judge of the Small Cause Court at Beawar, Sayed Bilawai* Ali Shki was made 
a Subordinate Judge and Magisti-ate, first class, with powers to hear criminal appeals. They 
rendered the greatest a.'^sistanoe to the loeal administration. My own co^eotion with the 
district did not commence until after the close of the year under review.

The Octroi Receipts (Ordinary and Special) in Ajmere city fell from fi 1,09,244. in 1890-91 
tp*Rl,02,834 in 1891-92, a decrease of R6,8G0. This is explained as due partly to the 
revised system of octroi taxation introduced during the y<*ar, but more to smaller imports 
• owing to the reduced demand consequent upon the scaicitv which prevailed throughout the 
year and which affected injuriously almost every item of Municipal revenue and expenditure. 

The decrease of B661 on account of the rent of lapd and houses was chiefly diie to the 
transfer to the Public Works Department of the buildings occupied hy the Commissicner of 
.Ajmere and the office of the Assistant General Superintendent, Thagi and Dakidti, Miege 
were formerly held in trust by the Ajmere Municipal Committee, which drew rent of Rl,4’40 a 
year from them.

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The reduction of R378 in the Sale proireeds of land*' i3 only ^nominal, being: due to an 
extraordinary receipt of H4 j 09-9-4 which swelled abnormally the previous year's revenue. 

The market revenue was diminished by ii284 as it was decided that the land in front of 
the shops outside the Madar-gatc should not be rented out. 

Fewer prosecutions were instituted during the year, and this caused the diminution by 461 
in the amount of fines impijsed under the Municipal Regulation. 

The contribution of ftl,500 formerly paid from the District Pound Fund to the Municipal 
Committee for repairs and up-keep of certain station roads was stopped with effect from tbe 
1st April 1891 under the orders of tlie Chief Commissioner. This explains the decrease by 
111,500 under sub-head K 2 A. The ('ommittee have asked tor a reconsideration of the 
orders on this point and the case is under attention. 

The scanty rainfall during 1891-92 was responsible for the decrease by 111,820, and 11633 
in miscellaneous sales and garden income. 

The miscellaneous receipts are higher than in 1890-91, but this is due loan abnormal item 
of 11*3,010 cre<lited to the Municipal Funds in settlement of the account of rent and repairs of 
the Commissioner's bungalow in the Daulat Bagh, which, as already stated, was transferred by 
the Committee to the Public Works Department.

The increase of R35,572 in tjie receipts of the Bca war Municipality is duo solely to the 
sale of some of the Government securities held by the Committee. As a matter of fact the 
normal revenues show a reduction of 1111,858. This large decn ase (chiefly occurring in the 
income derived from octroi and garden produce) is no doubt correctly assigned to the siarcity 
prevailing in the Merwara District Jind the adjoining Native States, especially Mai war, during 
the year, and the consequently reduced demand for dutiable goods. 

The sale of 4i per ccut. Government Promissory Notes to tlie extent of H4D,000 
standing in the name of the CommiCtee reduced the amount of interest on investments by 
R 1,125. Moreover, the inability of a purchaser to pay the cost of the nigh t-wl buried in 
his land resulted in another decrease of RI69. 

TIjo only set-off against the [reduced receipts was the eum of R406 realized in excess of 
the previous year's income from J*ouuds and Municipal fines.

The percentage of refunds to gross imports in Beawar shows a remarkable diminution 
under almost every bead. 

The total amount of refunds granted during the ycjtr was less than one half, the 
amount refunded in 1890-1891 being only R9,857 against 1120,997 in the preceding year. 
This IB undoubtedly due to the revised rules for granting refunds which were brouglit into 
'force in Beawar with effect from the 1st April 1891, and it is satisfactory to be able to note 
these good results with reference to the 15th paragraph of the Chief Commissioner's Resolution, 
dated 10th October 1S91, on the Annual Municjpal Report for Ajmere-Merwara for 1890-9 J. 
Moreover, notwithstanding the heavy reduction of fil0,.^04 in the gross octroi imports 
receipts, the net octroi profit shows an increase of R675 over the previous yearns net 
realizations— an extremely satisfactory result. It is reported that no complaints have been 
lodged against the new system, and that no loss has resulted iuerefrom to merchants or 
obstruction to trade.

Ordina'^S AeeouHt.--V\\e total expenditure in Ajmere nnderthe “ Ordinary Account" rose 
from afe9,478 in lH9i).91 to Rl, 02,810 in 1891-92, showing an increase of » 18,332. 

The increase of KoTS under the head of " Octroi Establishment ” is due to the fact that in 
the preceding year the charges on a(!Count of the sis new octroi posts were defrayed onlyior 
half the year as they were established from the 1st September 1890, whereas in 1891-92 these 
charges were defrayed for the whole year. 

'I'he decrease in the amount of refunds (ordinary) by B2,253 was, as already explained, 
• partly due to dnmni-h. d imports and partly due to the revision of the octroi tarifip. 

Under the head of “ Public Safety ” the cost of lighting increased by fl598 owing to the 
purchase of several new lamps and burners. On the other hand, the police cliarges were dimi- 
nished to the .extent of «2,.596, the cost of maintenance to the amount of tt2,"82 per annum 
having been undertaken by the Government of India with effect from the 1st April 1891. 

The enhanced expenditure of H2,115 (ordinary charges) on the Ajmere water-supply was 
due to the prevailing water-famine which necessitated special outlay on cleaning and repairing 
wells, raising water from the disused lead mine and works undertaken with the object of reslor- 
in|^ the Bisla tank. 

The conservancy charges in 1691-92 were R21,I25 as compared with lil5,.'>56 in 1.890-91, 
showing an increase of 115,569, of which the details are given below ;

The famine prices of fodder and the payment during the year under report of H2,64.1 on 
account of purchases made in the previous year arc responsible for the large increase in*the 
Hfth itep. 

The miscellaneous charges wore swelled by the purchase of 100 privy pans and 119 iron 
^•e^eJ>tacle8. 

The Municipality expended «7,I86 in excess of the outlay of 1890-91 on buildings and 
roads. This expenditure was chiefly due to the necessity of improving the approaches^to the 
Ana Sagar Ghati and the City Hranch School,.and of repairing certain nalas and drains. 

The increase of 11729 in printing charges is exceptional, being due to the printing of a 
largo number of papers connected with the execution of the new Municipal water-snppiy. 
Steps have been taken to reduce these charges in future. The miscellaneous charges (ordinary) 
marked F (e) show » reduction of B3,298 as ’compared wjth those of 189ol91, which were . 
abnormally increased by the testimonial (since refunded) presented to Reverend Dr. J. 
Husband, certain census charges, the Viceregal reception, cholera expenditnre, and other un- 
usual items. 

The remaining variations call for no special comment. 

Special Accoiint.-^Tue total expenditure under this head amounted to R],81,492 as com- 
pared with R5r,8l0 in the preceding year, showing the very large increase of R 1,29,676. 

The amount expenderf on water-supply was »1,43,868 against ft] 7^668 in 1890 91, a 
diflference of R 1,26,200. Ibis expenditure, as the* Chairman* hae explained in his report, was 
rendered inevitable by the menace a water famine whibh Was only averted by the temporary 
expedient, successful, though costly, of bringing water into the city from the Budda Puchknr 
lake, seven miles distant. Further outlay was undertaken on the construction of the new tank 
called “Foy-Sagar" at Kazipura at a cost of R 1,94,400. This has provided a permanent 
water-supply for the city, and the execution of tJ^s great scheme, witli the assistance of Govern- 
ment, marks the years 1890-91 and 1891-92 in thfe Municipal annals of Ajmere. 

The increased expenditure of R4,213 on conservancy is accounted for by (1) the 
enlnnced cost of fodder; (2) repairs to conservancy wagons ; (3) the payment of a sum of 
H808 expended in 1890-91; and (4) the usual expenditure on castor-oil which kst year was 
avoidid as there was a sufBcient quantity already in stock.

The decrease of 1111,140 under tho bead Refunds is attributed to the excellent results 
obtained by the new system already mentioned as adopted for grantin'^ refunds with effect 
from Ist April 1891. Tlie increase of ill 0,552 under the head of Water-supply^^ was due to 
the special measures undertaken for increasing the supply. 

A large number of wells were deepened and improved ; a duct was constructed to the 
Bicharli tank, two new wells were made on the bank of tho HalaJ stream, and a third was com- 
menced in the vicinity of the Dharamsala. Much useful labour was employed on improving 
the roads both within and outside^ the town. The funds thus expended afforded relief to the 
people of the Beawar city and of the neighbouring villages. The total amount laid out by the 
Committee on relief works was Hi 1,430. 

The additional sweepers and cattle employed and the new conservancy carts purchased 
during the year led to an increase of ft730 over the expenditure during the previous year on 
the conservancy of the town. 

The famine prices of fodder* were the cause of the increase of 11889 under the bead of 
public Gardens.*^ 

The sum of S7,482 was expended during the year on public works, namely ^

The total expenditure of the Kekri Municip.ility was R9,68() as compared with 118,401 in 
the preceding year, showing an increase of 111,229. 'I his is chiefly due to the part construc- 
tion of a large well to improve the water-supply. 

The position of the well is not a good selection, and it is doubtful if it will ever be a 
success. No other item on the expenditure side of the Kelcri accounts calls for special notice. 

Litigation , — The number of prosecutions instituted and tbe persons involved therein 
show a considerable diminution as compared with the figures of the previoiis year: 

Only 455 persons were brought to trial during the year against 878 in 1 890-91. Of these 
426 were oonvict<*d and 20 were discharged or acquitted. In the case of 9 jx?rsons the prose- 
cution was dismissed on the ground that the accused had carried out the oi-ders issued to thenii 
and in one case it was withdrawn. 

The total number of criminal cases in which the persons above-named were prosecuted fell 
from 857 in 1890-91 to 252 in 1891-92. 

• Sixteen civil suits came before the courts to which the Ajmere Municipality was a party. 
Of these 6 were decided in its favour and 5 against it. The remaining 5 cases were pending 
at the close of the year. 

The number of cases instituted by the Beawar Municipality rose from 591 in 1890-91 to 
901 in 1891-92. Nine hundred and thirty-one persons were involved in them.

The fines realized by the Ajmere Municipality in 1891-92 amounted to R369 as against 
R830 in 1890-91 ; those in Beawar were 11428 as compared* with fi271 hi the preceding year; 
and in Kekri they were K jl against 1111 in 1890-91. 

Oeneral remarJen , — The salient feature of the year under review was the general scarcity 
which, as already noted, affected each Municipality in almost every branch of its working^, and 
rendered the year from tbe Municipal point of view altogether abnormal. 

The unsettled state of in the Ajmere Municipality to which allusion was made in 

the report of 1890-91 came to a climax by the resignation of a majority of the members of the 
Committee, From the 2i8t August to Ihe 12th November 1891, the work of the Municipality 
was carried on by the ofiScial members alone, whose appointment was sanctioned by the Chief* 
Commissioner., Iheir proceedings were marke^ii^by good and energetic work. 

A new election of members was held in October 1891, but as four of the gentlemen 
elected refused to act on the Committee, a fresh election was arranged to supply the vacancies. 

Surgeou-Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. Newman tendered bis resignation as Chairman in 
November 1891, and Mr. F. L. Reid succeeded him. Since the close of the year 1891 matters 
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have proceeded more harmoniously than before, and there are not wanting signs of vitality 
and improved organization, which, with judicious management, may be trusted to produce 
good results in the rrear future. 

Two works of first-class importance will tnakcw this j’ear a memorable one so far as 
Ajmere is concerned : first, the success of the temporary expedient for bringing water into the 
city from the Budda Pusbkar lake to relieve the water-famine consequent on tlie drj ing up 
of the Ana Sagar lake and subsidiary sources; and, second, the commencement of the 
scheme for giving the Municipality a permanent supply of pure water by constructing the 
lake (called after its projector the Foy-Sjigar tank) near Kazipura village, about three miles 
*above Ajmere. The Budda. Pushkar water was introduced on the 1st April 1892. 

The Foy-Sagar water-works executed by the help of a loan of ft 1,98,000 from the 
Government of India were formally opened on the 24th November 1892, Apai't from the 
value of the former plan for providing the city with an abundance of wholesome water, there 
can be no doubt that it was mainly instrumental in preventing the spread of cholera which at 
one time threatened to become serious. 

*T]io Municipal year in Beawar was sigtialized by the introduction of the revised octroi 
refund rules which have proved successful beyond expectation. 

The Committee worked energetically and judiciously to obviate the effecFs of the scarcity 
and the funds thus expended liave been productive of results in improved communications and 
water-supjdics which will permanently benefit the residents. An important measure was the 
amalgamation of the English portion of the Municipal School with the United Presbyterian 
Mission School to which the Committee contributed a donation of R2,000, while it raised at 
the same time, its yearly allotment to the School Funds. • 

The interests of the Kekri Municipality were intelligently supervised by Munsbi 
Damodur Lai, the Deputy Magistrate, but the town is still backward, and there is rot)m for 
much improvement in nearly every department. The progress of Municipal affairs under the 
Buperintondence of the newly-appointed Deputy Magistrate, Munsbi Ilarnam Dass, will be 
watched with interest. ^

If they are, however^ 
approximately correct, the cause of the remarkable decrease in the numbers of the year 1891-92, 
as compared with tlie two years which preceded it, must be sought in the fact that the large 
numbers of cattle which left the district are not included in the r(?tnrns, while the numerous 
cases of death from ^'starvation among those which remained are also excluded. 


POI{^ST8. 

165. Stale Beserves . — The area of the Reserved State Forests w\ns reduced by 146 acres 
^ * during the year under report, and now com- 

prises 89,228 acres (llO square miles). The 
decrease is due to the fact that, while 852 acres were added to the State Reserves, 998 acres 
were excluded, 151 acres by transfer to Ilajosi Village Reserve, and 847 acres being lost by a 
more accurate measurement of areas. 

In the first paragraph of the^hief Commissioner's Resolution on the report for 1890-91^ 
it was desired that the exact area of the forest reserves should bo shown in *tho rep{)rt for 
1891-92. 

TliC requirod details have since been received from the Revenue Dejiartmenti It appears 
th:it tlie total area of the patches under cultivation and cultivable within the reserves amounts 
to 672 acres. If this be deducted, the total must be reduced still further to 88,556 acres. 

The.se figures may he taken as representing the exact area at tfie close of 1891 92, and 
they will be adopted for the purposes of the next report. The record of fort^st rights* has 
also been completed, and is under consideration pending submission to the Chief CominiB- 
sioiier. • 

168. Tillage Reserve . — No iiex/ village reserve was formed during the year under report, 
nor was the area (5,305 acres) of the existing reserves increased, 'fhe importance of tins 
subject, which the Government of India emphasized in commenting upon last yearns report, has 
not been overlooked, and proposals for reserving about 6,()00 acres of village waste land, especi- 
ally in the neighbourhood of Hajgarh, have been submitted and are still under consideration. 

The " Ajmere-Merwara Private Forests Regulation of 1892 was received after the close 
of the year and came into force .from tlie 1st April 1892. It will materially assist in promot- 
ing this most important branch of forest work in Ajmere-Merwara. 

Areas other thau those already referred to remained unchanged during the year under 
report. 

167. Boundary .No expenditure was incurred on boundary pillars during the 

year under report. They were suitably maintained free of cost. 

168. Rupees 318 were expended on cutting lengths measuring 24 
miles of boundaries, So feet wide in the Todgarli and Siliberi Forests Reserves. 

As was the case in 1890-91 a breadth of 30 feet was simultaneously cleared by the 
Marwar Forest Department within the limits of their jurisdiction. The work of cutting these 
boundaries provided cmp]oyni??*f for 2,537 people in the district, and was a mostf useful famine 
relief work. 


The cost wasr only R 13 a mile as compared with 827 a mile in the previous year.

170. WorHng-Vlan».^'\\,% preliminary report on the working-plan to be enbinittid to 
tlie Inspector-General of Forests (Government of India Circular No. 9-P. d^ted »be l*th May 
1889) and remarks in paragraph 3 of their letter No. 479.F., dated 24th February 1892 baa 
been prepared and is under consideration. ^ 
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171. Annual Plan $ of Operations, — The plans of operations which were drawn up in con- 
sultation with t) e local officers were successfully carried out. But a largo j^roportiou of the 
area marked to be cleared remained unfilled owing to the slackness in the demand of the local 
narket. 

172. Forest Offences. — 1 he number of forest, offences fell from 2.’>9 in 1S90-91 to 139 in 
the ye-^r under review. Eighty-six cases as against 62 were tried by Magistrates, and‘ 53 as 
against *177 were compounded by the Forest Officer under provisions of the Forest Regulation. 
In ev.ery case, except three, a conviction was obtained. Unsyithorized felling was the most 
common oflFence. 

Owing to the prevailing scarcity, the forest rules were, to a certain extent, relaxed in 
favour of the villages. 

173. Caf tie- 1 respas a, — ^JThe number of cattle impounded was 5,412 or 445 more than in 
the preceding year ; the increase was chiefly in the nuniher of slieep and goats impounded 
during the year under report. At the same time the tdtal receipts from pound fees fell from 
11503 to 11484. 

171. Fire Conservancy, — It is satisfactory to note that no fires occurred during the year 
under report.* Of 89,228 acres, the total area of the reserved forests, 37,077 acres were piotecied 
from fire without the adoption of special measures. The cost of fire protection amounlcd to 
R45 or *16 pies per acre, which is the same as last year. 

175. Orozing, — The scanty rainfall in 1S90 and the consequent diminution of fodder 
made it necessary to throw open nearly all the reserves to grazing after the 1st January 1S92. 
The number of cattle admitted for grazing was 47,989 as against 26,359 last year. Of this 
number 45,248 head of cattle belonged to right-holders and 2,741 to outsiders. The concession 
was appreciated, and no doubt tond«‘d much to the ailtwiation of local distress and the salvation of 
ti»e cattle. The policy and wishes of the Oovernment of India in regard to grazing as described 
in the fifth paragraph of their letter of the 24th February 1892 wilhbe borne in mind. But 
the circumstances of the year under review were altogether abnormal. 

176. Natural Reproduction: — Tlie rainfall was so short that all the self-sown seedlings 
tliat germinated in July witlutho first fall died away. 

177. Artijicial lie production, — The following is the result of the cultural operations which ' 
extended over 110 acres as against 98 in 1890-91

179. Roadt . — Two new inspection paths were made in the Nagpahar Foiest Reserve, and 

repairs to the patl>s in the Todgarh Reserve were executed. Tiiese works gave employment 
and relief to nearly eight hundred people. ^ 

180. Building *. — Chowkis for the forest guards at Daiita Devra and Sirmag were con- 
structed at a total cost of B75, and fti-O were spent on repairing the Mohwa liir Forest 
ohowki.

It will be seen that the surplus of the preceding year was more than doubled in the year 
under review, the increase in receipts occurring chiefly under the heads of grazing and 
grass and other minor produce.^^ * 

The financial position of rtic Department continues to show a steady improvement, due as 
much to economical management as to increased receipts. The latter would be much enhanced 
if the estimated value of tho free grants (1142,456) were taken into the account. 

186, General remarks . — The year 1891 was excejttionally dry. The ordinary supplies 
of folder practically failed, and had it not been for the forest grazing the mortality would 
have been even far higher than the figures actually recorded. T'he cutting of grass was 
first allowed for a period of one month and ten days for plough bullocks, after which grazing 
was permitted. 

• -The importance of having this resource to fall back upon in time of need is said to be 
generally appreciated. 

187. Tho Maharajahs of Jaipur, XJlwar, and Bhartpur generously contributed several 
thousand maunds of grass free of cost to the district. 


An interesting experiment of pressing grass by screw machines was made under the 
superintendence of the local railway officers. The grass was pressed into bales ooDtainincr 
one and a half mauiu, each, and measuring three feet by two feet by two ftefc. ” 

188. Tho U1 war candidate, Babu Ram Chand, returned to U1 war in October 1891 after 
finishing the term of his pragtical training in the forest of Ajraere-Merwara.

Nusseerabad. 

191. The total number of passengers booked from these 14 stations was 762,029, or 
50,054 more than in 1890. Of these 455,145 against 482,610 were booked from Ajmere; 
100,194 against 81,792 from Beawar; 96,154 against 90,896 from Nusseeiabad, and 110,586 
against 106,677 from the remaining 11 stations in the district. 

192. The total receipts from the outward traffic amounted to H8,23,798 against 
H7,37,469 in 1890. Of the former amount, 117,84,291 were realized on account of 
coaching traffic, and the balance fl39,607 represented the income from freight on parcels, 
luggage, and carriage of live stock. 

193. Forty thousand six hundred and fifty-eight tons of goods were carried from the 
stations in the district, against 33,475 tons in the previous year. Of this quantity, 4,526 
tons against 2,520 were exported from Ajmere; 20,448 against lS,488 from Beawar ; 13,657 
against 10,874 from Nusseerabad, and 2,028 against 1,593 from the other stations in the district. 

194. The total receipts from goods traffic amounted to H4,28,566 against 113,87,327 
during the preceding 12 months.

^04. The amount of revenue credited to Imperial Civil Works accounts during the 
year under review was 118,465 against 113,398 in 1890-9 1, inclusive of 11660 and S7(i3 
on account of rent of the bungalows of the Cantonment Magistrate, Nusseerab^id, and the 
Political Agent at Dcoli, respectively. 


DISTRICT POST OFFICES. 

203. The charges for the maintenance of the district post in Ajmere-Merwara in 
1891-92 were met as usual, partly from the District Funds Cess, and partly from Imperial 
revenues. There were, as in the preceding year, ten post-offices, four letter-boxes, and 
six postmen. 

204. The number of miles of district post line over which mails were conveyed during 
the year was also the same as in 1890-91, viz., 194. 

205. The total cost of maintaining the district post amounted to R3, 9 43 ’against R4,153 
in 1890-91, and 4,183 in 1889-00, showing a decrease, as compared with last year, of 11230, 
This ia attributed solely to reduction in the cost of establishment, the principal item being 
a saving of R150 in the expense of the Camp Post-office of the Agent to the Governor* 

Gene nil. 

The District Funds contributed H724 towards the working expenses of the post offices 
as compared with R71S in the preceding year, while the rem*aining sum, namely, R3,199 
was paid out of the Imperial revenues against R3,435 in 1890-91. 

206. The total realizations from the District D&k Cess fell short of the previous yearns 
collections by R90, being only R724 against R814 in 1890-91. This was due to* 
siiort c(flloctions owing to the prevailing scarcity. On the other band, the aggregate expendi- 
ture daring the year, as detailed by the Chairman of the District Board,, exceeded the income 
by R58, rising from R749 in. 1890-91 to R777 in the year under review. This result 
is due to the debit by the Comptroller of India Tieaearies of a snm of ®24-l5.8

' which for two years in succession either left the tanks dry or gave them a very inadequate 
supply of water.

From these Hgures It Will bn soon that the rainfall durinj^ the year was far below the 
amovint gau<red in 1889-90, which may be taken as approximately representing^ the normal 
rainfall of the Ajmere District and considerably b ss even than that of 1890-91. The results 
of two successive years of short rainfall wore disasirons. The tanks received little or no water* 
the wells ran very low ; the gjrain and f()dd<*r crops practically failed; and the area of culliva* 
tion was much tout laeted. This %vas the case* both in A jnicre and Merwara. In the former 
distric^t the rahi harvest of April 1891 was estimated at only half of the average, and 
khiii'iC which followed the monsoon was about onefourth. ” 


In Merwara the rabi and khariC outturn varied between onefourth and o tie filth of the 
average pro<lueo. The grass crop suffered even more. In the beaw.ir tohsil it was practi- 
eally nil, while in the Todgar’. tehsil it was only about one third of the average even in the 
forest reserves. 


2:19. Advances were granted liberally both Under the Land Irnpitevemeht Loans Act and 
the Asr’fwlt'uists T oans Act, thus affording relief to the zemindars, who were Hot only 
enabled to deepen their wells but also to purchase seed and bullocks for cultivation pur- 
poses. • “ . 


221. Besides the taksvi advances, other relief measures similar to those described in the 

report for 189< -91 we.e )y introduced throughout the district. Numerous works were 
opened both in A jinerc ai.J Merwara to relieve the distressed cultivators. These works con- 
sisted for the most part of the constiuctiou and repairs of tanks, nadis, and roads. * • 

The outlay on imgation works will no doubt eventually prove remunerative, atad eommu- 
nications were rejiaired in some cases at lA^jsually cheap rates. ^ 

222. Locusts appeared in both districts, but the damage done by them tvas inconsiderable. 
223 The emigration of people and cattle which had commenced in the previous year 

continued. Details are, however, not called for here. Considerable numbers have never 
returned, notwithstanding the reoent excellent monsoon with which Ajmer^s-Merwara has been

The slight decrease in the fixed land revenue demand in the Ajmere District is wholly 
ditie to the fact that in 1890-91 the amount of the assessment imposed on the alienated muafi 
land situated at Jethana was recovered with arrears for the previous five years. 
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In Merwaru there was a trifliuy^ increase of R4 owing to resumptions of muah land during 
the year. 

The serious falling off undt r the other heads is due to the general scarcity prevailing in 
the district during the whole year. 

227. CollectionH , — The realizations show the marked decrease of Rl,58,^6Hj being only 
H2,74,9.'ll against 114,3.^,599 in 1890*91. This was owing to the inability of the zemindars 
to pay the full demand consequent on the partial failure of both tin* crops of the year, notwith- 
standing all the efforts made by the District Officers to recover a larger proportion. 

The ratio per cent, of collections to demand was tt74*03 against R97 38 in 1890-91. 

Only H2 were remitted during the year under review. The recommendations made under 
this head have been disposed of since the close of the year. 

The balance outstanding on 31st March 1892 stood at HI, 08, 009, against 1111,576 on the 
same date in the proeediug year. Of this amount the Ajniero District is responsible for 
H5I,183, and the Merwara District for H53,526. 

Of the arrears in Merwara H371 were remitted after the dote of the year, and the - pay- 
ment of ttl9,888 has been suspended till January 1891 under the orders of the Local Ooveru- 
inent. The balance is being gradually recovered. 


For Ajmere H3,526 were remitted, and fi31,257 suspended after the close of the year, 
lea' ing H19,70U to be recovered during 1892-93. 

The small sum of H702 shown in the preceding table as extra realizations during the year 
were subsequently recovered out of the ainoiuit suspended which does not really fall due till 
January 1893.

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The total demaml of the year, including interest, amounted to R20,702 as compared with 
It i,043 in the year 1 890-91. Of 111 is total only ft 1,6 1*7 on account of principal and R681 
on account of interest (in all H5,328) were realized, leaving ft 15,371 in arrears. The greater 
part of this sum cdnsisled of instalments which fell due on the Ist January 1892, but which 
it was impossible to recover owing to the scarcity and consequent distress. 

The principal outstanding under this Act on the 31st March 1892 was 112,92,193 as com- 
pared with ft54,4 J>8 on the same date in the preceding year. 

231. Loans under ihe^ Agricullurids Loans Act, XIL of 1884 . — On 1st April 1891 only 
ft 1,227 were outstanding both in Ajmere and Merwara. No less than 111,83,873 was advanced 
by Government during the year under review, bringing the total advanced to ftl,85,l(K), 
Rupees 421 (exclusive of ft20-H on account of interest credited to Government) were recovered, 
leaving a balance of Rl,8 1,679 due to Government on 31st March 1892. Details of these 
advances have been given in separate reports. Tliey are no doubt huge, having regard to the 
size of the district and the means of the population. But there is no question that by their 
issue the Government has saved its subjects from an infinite amount of distress, and Judging 
by past history there Js every hope that almost the whole, if not the whole of the loans under 
both Acts, will eventually be recovered. 

IMPERIAL REVENUE OTHER THAN LAND. 

232. 0 /J 2 I/W.— As was the case in 1890-91, no opium Lor export to Bombay was, during the 
year under review, brought to the scales at Ajmere, nor has any been brought since 1889-90. 
The reason is apparently that assigned in last ye-ar^s report, — namely, that the duty fixed for 
Ajmere is tt25 in excess of that fixed for tlie Indore scjales. 

The number of chests exported to the Punjab rose from 332 in 1890-91 to 392 during 
the past year, and the duty thereon remitted to the Excise Commis^oner, Punjab, was 1182,320, 
as against ft69,720 iu the preceding year.

The sum of R38,125-8 outstanding against him on the 3 let March 1892 has since been 
recovered. This payment completes the amount of the minimum guarantee due to' Government 
for the recent three years' lease of the Alkari farm granted to Mr. Nauraji Rustomji. The 
year under report wm the last of the three years period. The lease has since been renewed to 
the same man for a further period of five years dating from the let April 1892, orf a reduced 
guarantee of H3, 90,000 for the whole period or an average of R78,000 per annum. The yearly 
guarantee 'for the lapsed lease was fil, 25,351. The large reduction of H47,35i a year is owing 
• to the notorious fact mentioned in last year's report that the contractor has lost heavily on the 
farm for the three years now elapsed. Moreover, no satisfactory offers of a higher amount of 
minimum guarantee were received.

266, Pensions. — There were 145 pensioners on the list on 1st April 1891 drawing an 
aggregate amount V)f 1120,540 as compared with 137 pensioners drawing H2S,*205 per annum 
on the corresponding date of 1890. Ton of the 145 pensioners drawing H76G died during the 
year,’ and their i)onsions lapsed to Government, The pensions of 8 persons amounting to 
Hi, 726 a year were transferred to other Treasuries, 16 pensions amounting to HI 1,291 per 
autmm were newly granted during the year, and 4 pensions aggregating H329 were transferred 
from other Treasuries to Ajmore-Merwara. The net result was that at the close of the year 
1891-92 there wore 147 pensioners drawing R32,G6S as given below

267. Repenne Business . — The total number of revenue oases of all .kinds which came^ on 
for disposal during the year was lS,3tO against 10,511 in the previous year, showing the very 
large increase? of 7,829. This was chiefly due, it is stated, to the liberal grants of takavi ad^ 
vances. Kigldeen thousand tfireo hundred and thirty-six cases were settled against 10,344 in 
1890-91, leaving only 4 pending at the close of the year, as compared with 167 in arrears on the 
3lst March 1891. 


268. Suits to which G^ oerninent was a party . — Government was a party to four cases. In 
two suits institutod on its behalf no decision was given till after the close of the year. The 
other two suits instituted against it and settled during the year have also been decided in its * 
favour. The amount detireed dcaiug the year to Government was HI, 809, against B2,0{)9 in 
the previous year. Inrludhig H4/» on account of costs incurred in recovering the amounts 
decreed, the total demand dt’o to Government was H 1,849. Of this a sum of H92 was realieed/ 

leaving a balance of HI, 757 outstanding on 31st March 1892.'

269. During the year under review a plot m land measuring 2* acres and 1 rood was 
taken up for the construction of a road in the Merwara District, and compensation amounting 
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to ft99-7-ll was paid for it. The ac(jai8ition will moreover reduce hy ttl-2-3 a year the 
amount payable to Governmeut. 

B.— REVENUE AND FINANCE OTHER THAN IMPERIAL. 

. DISTRICT FUNDS. 

270. The Openin'? balance on 1st April 1891 at the credit of the District Funds was 
R36,26i, and this, with the receipts of the year whicli amounted to tt27,H8:l, tmule up a total of 
R64, 124, available for expenditure. Of this sum R27,118 were expended durinf? the yc.ar, 
leaving a balance credit of R37,006 on the 3 1st March 1892. Of this amount R7,t)00 are 
invested in Government securities.

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• 274. The civil ehar«rcs show an increase of 82,44*7, while the Public Works expenditure ^ 

exhibits a decrease of 84,349. The intirease in the civil charges is chiefly due to an increase 
under the Road Fund on account of expenses incurred in connection with the new water-supply 
works and to the cost of the inediciues which were purchased for distribution in the district 
when cholera was rife. ^ 

275. The decr^jase in the expenditure through the Public Works Department is in part 
attributed to the fact that some of the district roads were re-made by famine labour, and con- 
sequently did not require ordinary repairs. 

27fl. The term of the Local Boards of Ajmere and Merwara and of the District Board ’ 
appointed in December 18S8 expired on the 30fch November 1891, but,* owing to tho unsettled 
condition of the district, •8uital>le arrangement for holding the Yiew elections could not* then be. 
made. The term was therefore extcndel to the 30th June 1892. 4 he Local Boards of the 

sub-districts of Ajnjere and Mciwara have ceased to exist from tlie 1st of July 1892. 

277. Ihe year presented no spc(4al features except in so far as the prevailing scarcity had 
its effect upon the receipts and expenditure of most ol‘ the funds under review. The Todgarh 
Dis})ensary, so lar from being stdf-supporting, still further Increased its debit balance.

283. Pound Fund . — The decrease iu the receipts j»nd charges of tbo cattle-pounds is attri- 
buted. to the fact iLat a very large number of catile were sent out of the district on account 
of the scarcity of fodder. 

Fund , — The receipts of the Patwari Fund this year show a decrc 3 ase of 
il5,692. This is duo to the impossibility of realizing Ihu full demand owing to ihe famine con- 
ditions prevailing throughout the district. 

The increase of. 111,036 in the cdiarges under this head is partly due to the appoinfmeut of 
a Patwari Instructor, whose pay and allowances are debited to the fund, and partly to tlie pur- 
chase of survey instruments. 

28^. Police Clothing Fu7icL — The receipts this year show an inerpase of Robl over the 
income of the luevious year, owing to thi3 recovery of advances made Ironi this fund for the 
purchase of grass fo»- ]mli< o horses. The excess of 111,487 m expenditure was due to the issue 
of winter uniform tatho Police Force. 

.286. Police Chanda Fund, — 4 ho trifling increase in receipts calls for no remark. The 
decrease of H776 in expciiditiuo is accounted for by the fact that uo remounts were purchased 
during the year under review. 

287. Town Chowktdari Fund , — The large decrease of 111,800 in the receipt^ of this fund 
is attributed to the drought which compelhd a large proportion of the villagers to emigrate; 
on this accr)unt the tax could not be realized to its full extenf.

The expenditure ff fi,.S,651 in excess of Ihe thargos of the prccedinff yeai'isdiio to the 
entertainment of a large number of ehowkidars in the district, and to an advance of W 1 ,000 made 
in connection with ihe local disturbances of S'ciit mbor 1 S9 1 to which tiefailed reference is made 
elsewhere. This amount was recovered after the close of tlie year under report. Uniform 
dothin'^ WM also snpj>lied tjiis year to the cliowkidars at a cost of ROOO.

289 The totaf numher of births registered during the jear ending 81st Decem- 

ber 1891 was 1 1,566 against 1 1,641 in 1890, showing a decrease of 75. Of the n,56(i births 
in 1891, 6,408 were male children and 5, *158 fpmales. The ratio per cent, of the former to the 
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lattor wns 80*49 against 80*59 in 1890. In every hundred births there were 55*40 males and* 
44*60 females. 

The birth-rate per thousand of the whole population was 21*32 against 25*26 in 1890. 

The apparent decrease is due to the difference in the total population ; that is, hitherto the 
ratio was calculated according to the (>ensus of 1881, whereas in the present report it has been 
calculated according to the Census of 1891. The census taken in 1891 shows the population 
to be 542,358 against 460,722 in 1881, 

290. DeatliH , — Ten thousand nine hundred and seventy-two deaths were registered during 
189! against 10,ls7 in. 1890, showing an increase of 785, The ratio of deaths per raille of 
population fell from 22 4 1 in 1890 to 20*23 in 1891, and the mean ratio of deaths during the 
previous live years decreased from 21*25 to 18*10. This is partly due to the increase in popu. 
lation as shown above, but against this increase is tlie fact that the prevailing scarcity induced 
large numbers to emigrate from I he district during the latter part of 1891. Unlike the last 
year, the largest number of deaths occurred in the fourth quarter of the year under review and 
the smallest in the first. This also was to he expected, the greatest mortality coinciding with 
the period of the greatest distress.

Except ^Mlowol complaints all these causes show an exce ss over the figures of 1890, 
and a marked increase is notieeable under Srnalbpox/^ Cholera^^^ and Fevers/^ 

Sinalbpox was prevalent in the district during the last quarter of the year, l>eing especially 
fatal in November and December* Most cases occurred in the town of Ajmere and its 
suburbs. 

‘Cholera, which is responsible for 532 deaths, was rife during August and September 
throughout .the Ajuiere District, and generally within a radius of 15 or 20 miles oS the city. 
No fatal cases were repotted from the Merwara District.

MEDICAL RELIEF. 

295. D i sjjensari es number of Goveriunont Dispensaries was the same as in the 
pi*eviougwyear, viz., seven. 

During the year under review 41,599 in-door and out-door patients were treated in the 
dispensaries, against JJG,. 451 in the previous year. The increase of 5,218 cases is distributed 
"between the two districts as follows : —

The average daily attendance of patients w.as 308*94 against 294*12 in 1890, showing an 
increase of 14*82. Of those who received treatment, I 7,870 wort? males, 53*53 females, and 
76*65 children, the corresponding figures during the ju'ceeding yviir b(‘ing 165-67, 4S-98, and 
79*47 respectively. In Ajmere the daily average attendance was 229*U5 against 217*17 in 
1890, while in Merwara it was 79*89 against 7fJ'95. 

296. In-door patients. — The total number of in-door | atienfs treated during the year was 
684, showing an increase of only 23 when compan d witli the corresponding figures in 1890. 
Of these 388 were cured, 67 relieved, 77 disebarj^cd otherwise, 126 died and 20 remained in 
the dispensaries on 31st December JS91. 

The percentage of deaths amongst the in-door patients treated during tlie year rose from 
15*13 in 1890 to 18*42. Of the 126 deaths, 96 occurred in the Ajruere Dispensary, 28 in 
Beawar, and 2 in that of Kekri. 

. 297. Out-door patients. — The total number of out-door patients treated during the year 

was 40,915 (29,203 in Ajmere against 25,065 in 1890 and 11,712 in Merwara against 
10,625) as compared with 35,690 in the preceding year, showing an increase of 5,225. Eighty- 
three decimal eighteen per cent, of the patients attended personally, and the rest wore represented 
by .friends or relations. 

* 298. Classes and sex.— Of the patients treated during tlie year 637 or 163 per cent, were 
Europeans and Eurasians, 10,138 or 24*37 percent. Mahomedans, 29,608 or 71* 18 Hindus, 
and 1,216 or 2*92 other classes. There were 21,838 males, 7,779 females, and 1 1,982 children. 
The corresponding figures for the preceding year were 19,568, 6,080, and 10,703 /espectivoly. 
The ratio per cent, of ».ases being 52*50 males, 18 70 females, and 2^i*80 children, as compared 
with 53*80, 16*72, and 29*48 in the previous year.

30^. The total expenditure on dispensaries wns 1(9, •?38 against 11^,060 in tlio previous 
year, sho^ying an increase of 11578 distrtbuted.over all the sub-heads except repairs/^ under 
which a small saving of Rll has been effecte d. 


^03. The total expenditure on dispensaries in Ajmere shows an excess of B444 over the 
corresponding figures in the accounts of 1890. The excess is chiefly due to the opening of 
a new dispensary at Dcolia in December 1890, in lieu of the one at Masuda closed in February 
1890. The cost of each case treated in the dispensaries fell from pies 45 in 1^90 to pies 
in 1891,* whereas. the cost of each patients diet rose from 20 pies in ISIH) to 25 pies in 1891. 

304. The financial position of the Kekri, Pisangan, and Todgarh Disj>ensaries showed 
no improvement during the year under report. In the ease of the last-named dispensary the 
debit balance rose from 11812 to lil,0l9. The affairs of this dispensnry are recoivftig * 
attention. The subscriptions towards its funds received from Native gentlemen of Ajmere 
have^ fallen oU, whilst those from Europeans show some increase. 

305. During 1891 the Municipal Committee of Ajmere raised their contribution towards 
the Dispensary Fund from 11300 to 111,400 per annum, in cr)nsideration of the fact of their 
having been relieved byGovernment of certain police charges hitherto- paid by the Cornmittoe. 

306. The funds at the cr(?dit of the Masuda Dispensary have been transferred to a new 
head called the General Fund.^' 

307. The Deolia Dispensary seems to have been started on a sound footing. A sum of 
11486 was collected during the year in the shape of private subscriptions f<»r tts maintenance. * 

308. Ocneral remarks. The Residency §urgeoD and' Chief Medical Oflleer, Rajputana 
inspected the Kekri and Ajmere Dispensaries during October and November rospeciively. 

The Civil Surgeon also inspected all the outlying dispensaries, except the new one at 
Deolia, the building of which was not completed by the end of the year. The dispensary at 
*l‘odgarh was also iiispecti d the Clnef Medical Officer in Rajputana and by the Assistant 
Surgeon in charge of the dijpensary at Beawar. The main dispensary* at i^'mere showed 
good results during the year under the personal supervision of Surgeon-Lieutenant-Colonel 
Newman, Civil Surgeon of Ajmere. 

SANITATIN^N. 

809. Tlie sanitary condition of tl«e Ajmere city has improved of late to some extent, but 
is still susceptible of cousideiable amendment. ^ * 
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810, The monsoon of 1891 having' failed^ the difBciiIties which had been 'anticipated in 
snppljing the people with drinking-water were experienced. Many water-reservoirs and 
wells were almost, if not entirely, dry by the end of July. 

The Ana Sngar lake also failed. To meet the deficiency of drinking-water, a number of 
old wells were deepened and new wells were sunk; extra labour was employed to bring water 
from the lead mine to the city^ and pipes were laid down to the Jlialrn, a reservoir in the 
Durgah, where there are springs. By these and similar expedients sndicieut water was, with 
d’ifficulty, obtained, until the arrangements were completed for conveying water into the city 
from the Bndda Pushkar lake, a distance (rf five miles. This work was accomplished at the 
joint expense of the Municipal Committqe and the Hallway authorities, and the new supply 
WM started on the 1st April 1892. It will, it is hoped, hold out until the approaching 
monsoon removes all difficulties in this respect. 

811. The new tank which is being constructed at Kazipura, about four miles from Ajmere, 
to f)rovido the city with a pure and permanent water-sunply, and to diminish the risk of a 
water famine in future years, approaches completion. To meet the cost of this tank the 
Municipality has received an advance of ltl,98,0l;0 from Government. 

31J. The tramway sewage operations show appreciable progress, inasmuch as the quantity 
of solicP refuse removed per day rose from 1,170 cubic feet in 1S90 lo 1.278 in 1891, while 
the liquid refuse taken away amounted to 1,116 cubic feet agaimst 1,080 iu ISOO. 

The trenching ground has received attention, and several of the latrines have been 
improved. 

0 

313. The Railway authorities have beei^laying out a large number of carefully-planned 
dwellings for their employes in place of the clusters of huts and “ bastis situate on the 
Nussccrabad road. These will, no doubt, improve the health of those concerned. 

314. Two notiecahle improvements, which were effected during the year, are (1) tho 
collecting and trenching of the refuse which was hitherto thrown over the sides of* the 
Taragaih hill ; and (2) the partial filling in of the city ditch. 

315. Having regard to the unfavourable- character of the seasons in 1891, the sanitary 
conditions of the district were less unsatisfactory than might have been expected. But there 
is no doubt that the scarcity of water collided with the comparatively high prices of provisions 
lowered to some extent the general vitality of the people and their powers of resistance to 
disease. No authenticated cases of death from starvation were, however, reported during the 
year, this satisfactory result being undoubtedly due lo the measures of difforcut kinds under- 
taken by the Government for the relief and assistance of the people. 


VACCINATION. 

9 ^ 

316. The suhjoineil stalemont shows tho work done by the Vaccination Department during 
the year 1891-92 as compared with the previous year — 
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The total number o£ vaccination cases rose from 11,6G1( in 1890-91 to 12, -396 iu tho year 
under review. 


The total for 1889-90 was only 8,894. 

. The primary vaccination operations show an increase of 640 over the figures of the preced- 
ing year, while the number of re-vaccinations was nearly double tbe corresponding figures of 
•1890-91, The former resulted in 12,053 successful cases, as compared with 1 1,432 in the 
previous year : 173 re-vaccination operations were successful agaius^ 78 in that year. 

The percentage of successful' cases among re-vaceinations I’ose from 80'41 in 1890-91 to 
94-83 in the year under review, while that of tho primary vacciaation remained nearly the 
same. 

The vaccinators have worked well during the year 1891-92, each having, on an average, 
performed 1.126'91 operations, as compare! witB 1,060*36 in 1890-91. 
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817. Tbo total expenditure on vaccination amounted to Rl,810 against Rl,250 in the pre- 
vious year, showing an excess of fi60. This is due to the fact that in 1890-91 the post of the 
Native Superintendent remained unfilled for about three months, and also to the greater number 
of operations performed. Each successful case cost 20’57 pies {gainst 20*86 pies during 
1890-91, and 28 pies in 1889-90. The total expenditure, viz., fil, 310, was contributed as shown

320. The establishment of the Dayanand Anglo-Vedic School at Ajmcre increased the 
number of public institutions in the Ajmere District from 45 in the previous year to 46 
during the year under review! 


On the other hand, several private schools were abolished, the number falling from 116 
to 96. 

821. The number of pupils on the rolls of the schools, both public and private, on 81 si 
March 1892, shows a considerable decrease when compared with the figures for the preceding 
year. The monthly and daily attendance fell off to a corresponding extent. The decrease is 
attributed by the Inspector of Schools and the District Odicors — 

(1) to^ the census operations, which occupied much of the time and attention of 

the educational staff for about six months, and involved the temporary closure 
of many of the village schools ; 

(2) to the scarcity prevailing in the district throughout the year, which led to th< 

emigration of a number of agriculturists* children in charge of. battle, and t< 
the employment of many more at the Government relief cftltres or on othej 
work which • ook them away from school. 

322. The religion e/’ -The subjoined table shows the classification of pupils on Slsi 
March. 1892, according to their religion or caste, both in the public and private institutions

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Sciiool at Deawar, and to increased outlay upon the Ajmere Government College building. 
The expenditure charged to local funds and mission endowments amounted to against 

H30|2H;S in the previous year. This was also due to the new Mission School at Beawar. 

Tuition fees on the other hand fell from R9,056 in 1890 91 to S7,977 in 1891-92, in 
proportion to the decreased number of pupils. They are still, however, considerably iu advance 
of the receipts in 1889-90, when the fees gave only 114,093. 

326 Jjmere Ooverninent College . — On the 3lst March 1892*the fcojlege was attended by 
817 boys against All on tlie corresponding date of the previous year. The average monthly 
attendance during the year fell from 4o0'52 to S33’4(), and the daily average atten lance from 
406*90 to 297*90. The decrease is attributed by the Principal to— 

(i) the* prevalent scarcity ; 

(ii) the laxer discipline observed and lighter fees exacted in the various Mission and 

Arya Somaj Schools, which thus attract students and parents alike ; and 

(iii) the increased strict ness in the College class promotions ^necessitated by the higher 
standard of the University Examinations. I'his also takes boys to moye indul- 
gent institutions, lint, as Mr. Reid points ont, their desertion except from the 
point of view of the fees income, is not an unmixed evil, for only the less 
promising pupils go, and the residue receive more individual attention, 

The total expenditure on the working of the College was R23,051 against 1123,072 in 
the preceding year, ^ 

The direct charges absorbed S20,868 and the indirect charges 11*2,183, against 1121,016 
and 112,056 respectively in 1890-91. 

The decrease in the average number of students on the rolls of the College caused a 
corresponding iucreaj^o in the cost head. This reached the comparatively high figure of 
1177-5-9 against 1151-3-5 in the preceding year. 

327. Jijraminations , — The results of the First Arts and the •Matriculation Examinations 
during the year under review were admittedly bad, notwithstanding the sanguine anticipations 
expressed in the last report that at least in regard to these examinations the year 189 1-92 
would show a marked improvement over th(»se of 1890-91, which the Government of India 
regarded as most unsatisfactory.^^ They were, however, even worse, as the following table 
shows : — •

These results form alm<»st the only redeeming feature in the history of Ajmere-Merwara 
education in the year l89]-9^\ » 

328. Ilf explanation nf the sm^H number of successful candidates for the two higher 
examinations, the Principal cbse»'ves it should be remembered that it is only two years since* 
we first put ourselves under the system pursued by the Allahabad University, A higher stands 
ard has had suddenly to be striven for. Many D^ifieations, all involving great difficulties, 
have had to be introduced ; and during this perioJj of transition, whilst vre are gradually 
aconstoming ourselves to our new conditions, it is not to be wondered at if, in the more 
strenuous struggle, our efforts are at first nn<attended #itb full success. It should also be 
remembered that whereas in former years we held preliminary test exeminations ajid allowed 
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only such, boys to nppear at the public examinations as appeared to ns likely to pass, we are 
now obliifed to let everybody appear— good, bad, and indifferent, — and consequenlly our propoi^ 
tion of failures seems higher than it used to be.^^ He adds that he has asked il»e Registrar 
to have the papers of live candidates for tlie entrance test scrutinized afresh, as he attribute'^ 
their failure to careless examination. 

^ ith no wish to minimize the difficulties with which the College authoritities have now 

to contend, I am inclined to think that these failures must be assigned to causes other than 
those suggested. The report for IHSH-Hd shows that the College was affiliated to Allahabad 
in that year, and that its candidates appeared then at the University Examination. Tliis i?!, 
therefore, the fourth time it has sent up its pupils. Moreover, the results attained in 188S-89, 
the first year that Ajmere candidates appeared, were better than in 1891-92,1 out of 4 
passing the F, A. test, and 6 out of 10 the Entrance Examination, a total of 7 out of 14 
as against 9 out of 84 last year. The results of 1888-S9 were considered uusatisfaclory, 
the ilUsucce-^8 ying ‘^'lttributed to the overcrowding of the pupils in the College and to the 
, insufficiency of the teaching staff/^ The sai^jB reasons were assigned for failure in 1889-90, 
but only partly ae<2epted. This was also the case in 1890-91. They are entitled to less 
weight^han ever in 1891-92, for the numl)or*of the pu|>ils in the College had fallen from 4S5 
in 1889 to 817 in 1892, while the teaching statf had bee^j incrta'‘ed. 

Ihe argument, moreover, based on the necessity of allowing all the pupils to appear at the 
examinations lo.-^es importance in the face of the fact noted last year, that it rests with the 
College autltorities to regulate promotions into the privileged classes. For these reasons it 
w^ould appear that the cause of failure must be sought elscwluM'e than in the difficulties and 
exigencies of the new system, or the excess of pupils and relative deficiency of their teachers. 
My connection with the Department only commenced after the close of the year under review, 
and I am unable therefore to express any useful opinion regarding the best means of reform, 
whether this is to he found in the substitution of younger and more energetic men for the 
teachi‘rs who are about to take pension, in the alteration of the curriculum, or the curtailment 
of holidays and vacations. It is satisfactory at least lo turn to the success in the Middle Class 
Examination, which is, it may be hoped, the prelude of a brighter era for the College. 

829. Secondary 6V^c?o/,v.— To the number of secondary schools shown last year, the Arya 
Somaj School at Ajmere, which teaches up to the middle class standard, has been added. Tlmre 
are now altogether 12 insi ituiions in A jrnere-Merwara, 9 in Ajmere and 3 in Merwara, impart- 
ing higher education : 8 are maintained by the Department, two are allowed grunts-in-aid from 
Government, and Uie remaining 2 are unassisted. 

380. The eight dei)artmental schools were on Slst March 1892 attended by 651 pupils 
against 788 on the corresponding date in 1891. The average monthly and daily attendance 
al>o fell from 791' 16 and 665*61 in the previous year to 608*41 and 471*32 respectividy during 
the year under review. The only school that calls for special mention is that at Kekri. 
A change in the system of instruction has lately been introduced in this institution, whereby 
greater attention is being paid to vernacular studies and less to English, wldch has been made 
uu extra subject. Of tlie two aided schools one is the United Presbyterian Mission School at 
Beawar and the other >he Cantonment Iligli School at Nusseeyabad. The latter was attended 
by 3 48 students on 8l6fc March 1892, against 425 on the 31st March 1891. The decrease is 
probably attributable to the same causes as those which affected the other scho<ds in which a 
reduced attendance has been noted. But as the Inspector examined it before the close of the 
year, hie report^ contains no explanation of the falling off. 

Six candidates appeared fort he Matriculation Examination at Allahabad, but unfortunately 
none of them were successful, the result contrasting unfavourably with tl»at attained lu 1890-91 
when 6 out of 7 passed the same test. 

At the Middle Class Examination, out of 7 candidates 3 were successful. In 1890-91 there 
were 9 candidates of wiiom 4 were successful. 

The absence of the Reverend Mr. Robb on furlough during the year under report i« 
considered by the Inspv^iJtor of Schools to have been detrimental to the interests of the Nus- 
seerabad School. He noticed some relaxation of vigilance and school discipline. 

As regards the second aided school, viz., the Mission School at Beawar, the most import- 
ant events in its history during the year under review were, first, the amalgamation on the 2nd 
October 1891 of the Anglo-Vernacular classes of the Muiiici[>al School at Beawar with it« own 
pupils, and the concurrent elevation of its status from ^hatof a Middle Sch >ol to a High School, 
and, second, the construction of new school buildings at a co'ijt of about R 15,000. To this amount 
the Municipality contributed a2,0U0 and the Government of India gave H2,0U0. The Goverii- 
inent has recently been asked to contribute H 2,000 furth» 2 r. The Municipal School is now limited 
to purely vernacular teaching, and under the new arrangement the Municipali*^y contributed 
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rkpout on the administration of 


B210 per manaem to the funds of the Mission School, the chang^e beings to the advratage of 
both institutions, the unhealthy rivalry between which bus now ceased, * 

There were 4H0 students on the rolls of the United Mission School on Slst March 1892 
against 437 on the corresp »uding date in the previous- year, the average monthly and daily 
attendance being 431 and 357 against 412 and 353 respectively in 1890-91. The inci'oase is 
mainly due to the accession of pupils from the Municipal School. Pupils from the Beawar 
Mission School appeared for the first time in 1891-92 at the Allahabad Entrance Examination. 
Out of 4 ciindidates 2 were successful, a very creditable result for a first attempt. Four 
boys also presented themselves for the Middle Class Anglo -Vernacular Examiuation, of whom 
no less than 3 were successful. 

The two unaided schools are— 

(1) The United Presbyterian Mission School at Ajmere. 

(2) The Arya Somaj School at ihe^^amo place. 

In 1891-92, 18 boys from the former inst^utioii, which teaches up to the Middle Clnse 
Examination, presented ihenisclves for the Middle Class Examination at Allahabad, but only 4 
were successful. This compares unfavourably with the results in 1890-91, when 4 boys out 
of 6 passed the same test. 

The Arya Somaj School (Middle Class) showed better examination results within its limite* 
than any other educational institutions in Ajmere-Merwara, inasmuch as all the 7 candidates 
sent up for the Middle Class Examination at Allahabad wei*e successful. 

331. Primary Schools , — The number and location of the primary schools underwent no 
change during the year under review. As in the previous year, there were 47 schools, 
namely: —

832. Halkabandi Schools * — The number of pupils on the rolls of the 40 halkabandi 
schools on 3 1 st March 1892 was 1,735 as compared with 2,313 at the end of 1890-91. The 
monthly and daily averages fell from 2,289*54 and 1, 885*27 to 1,760'35 arfd 1,886*00 respec- 
tively, the reasons for the reduction being the saine as those indicated elsewhere. The Inspec- 
tor reports in disparaging te rras upon these village schools. His remarks will be noticed later 
in this review, 

333. Beawar Municipal School , — Since the amalgamation of the Anglo-Vernacular classes 
cf this school with those of the Beawar Mission School it has been reduced from the status of 
a tehsili^^ or secondary school to that of a primary or halkabandi school. 

On Slst March 1891 there were 200 boys on its rolls, but on the same date in 1892 the 
total was only 121. The average attendance also showed a proportionate decrease. 

38 K Ajmere Cihj Branch School , — This school has maintained its reputation during the 
year and has served as an excellent preparatory school for the Ajmere College. The pupils on 
its rolls on Slst March 1892 numbered 311 against 350 on Slst March 1891,* One hundred 
and eighty-four boys were taught in the Anglo- Vernacular classes, and the remaining 127 in 
vernacular alone. The smaller average attendance of pupils resulted ^ a corresponding de- 
crease in the amount of fees collected during the year. They fell to fiSOS agamst ill, 031 
in 1890-91. 

• 

335. Otrh* School.— As in the previous year, there were 4 schools for the education of 
females. The number of girls intending them was 122 as compared with 125 in the previous 
year. The average Tnimter on the monthly rolls and the average da^ attendance fell from 
117*74 and 81*94 to 1C0*01 and 6i*0t) respectively. 

The Inspector of Schools is not satisfied with the working of these institutions, which* 
have for a long time past been unfavourably criticised. 

He now reports that no progress wbateyb^ is being made nor has been made these many 
y^rs, ^ The Assistant Commissioner Ajitfere concurs in this view. This branch of local 
education clearly requires radical reform. I have recently taken up the question in consulta- 
tion with the Inspector of Schools, and hope to be able to propose some remedial measuiSi 
when the subject has been thoroughly considered/ 
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38ft. European emd Girls* Schools . — The number of pupils on Slsfc March 1892 was 

92 or 2 loss than on the corresponding date of 1891. The average daily attendance decreased 
from 71*44 in 1890-91 to 68’72 in 1891-92, and the average monthly attendance fell. from 
91-75 to "79*58. 

Notwithstanding this difference in the numbers, the school is reported to have made fair 
progress under the superintendence of Mr. and Mrs. Miller, and Mr. DeSouza, who succeeded 
Mr. Miller on the latter's death in May 1892, has made an excellent start. The Railway 
School Committee are evincing their practical interest in the school by carrying out, under the 
instructions of Colonel Bisset, R.E., Agent of the Bombay, Barocla, and Central India Railway, 
several reforms and improvements which have been for some time pressed on their attention 
by the Ipspector of Schools, Mr. F. L. Reid. 

837. Training Schools.— number of these schools remained unchanged, namely, one 
for training male teachers and one for females. In the first there were 20 pupils and 5 in the 
second which was presided over by Mrs. Fleming, the Inspectrees and Head Mistre^fs of the 

‘ Ajmere Girls' School. These normal or training schools are susceptible of much improve- 
ment. 

838. General remarks. — The several reports noticed in the preceding paragraphs form a 
melaticfioly record of the educational system of Ajmere- Merwara for the year 1 891-92. Failure 
is pronounced in almost every branch, the depression being actentuatf?d by the one or two re- 
deeming features noticed, and by the relatively successful working of other departments of the 
Administration. 

339. The chief educational institution in the district, the Ajmere College, judged by 
the criterion of. examinations, failed in the higher tests, although in the Middle Class Exam- 
inations its results were good. Even hero it was pressed hard by a local unaided school, even 
if all allowance is made for a difference of system. 

340 The Mission -Sohools, the Nussoerabad High School, and other secondary schools at- 
tained some modicum of success. But this is more than counterbalanced by finding a consen- 
sus of opinion that, whatever the cause, the village schools, which are the backbone of the 
system, are as bad as they can possibly be.

The cause of education would not in %t suiter much if all the schools now existing 
in the district were closed for ever. Nothing but complete re-organization of the teacliing 
staff and teaching system can ever make our schools useful.” The same una.amity apiiears 
with reo'ard to the girls" schools and the training schools, male and female.

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34'3, As already noted, my personal experience of the district is too limited to *enable me 
at present to offer ^ useful oj>itiion on this large subject, my connection with the district hav- 
ing* commenced after the close of the year under report. My predecessor, however, recorded his 
opinion that the terms used by the Inspector regarding^ the jagirdars are not altogether justi-f 
fied, and that insufllciont discrimination had been shown in discussing the educational re- 
<luirements Of the children of agriculturists and of other classes of children. He also noted 
that education in Ajrnere-Merwara, including the Ccllege system, demands more attention. 

There can be little doubt that, making all possible allowances for the effects of scarcity, 
census exigencies (which were never intended by Government to disorganize the Educational 
Department), and stiff ^r examinations, the record for the year under review is thoroughly un- 
satisfactory, The subject will receive my be^^t consideration . 

GENERAL— MISCELLAN ECUS. 

• PUSHKAR FAIR. 

34 1. I'he annual Pushkar Fair lasted for five days, viz., from the I21h to the 16th*Novem- 
ber isyl. 

315. The number of people present on this occasion was considerably less than us?jal, the 
total being about 35,000 as against 75,000 in the preceding year. The miinbtMs would have 
been still smallier h;id it not been for the lunar eclipse which fell on the 15th November 1891, 
and which drew nearly 25,000 people to Pushkar. . 

This decrease was mainly due to the prevailing drought which led to the issue of an 
official notice advising people not to attend on that account, and because of the fears which 
were entertained of an outbreak of sickness. The emigration from the district owing to the 
prevalent distress was also accountable to some extent for the comparatively small gathering, 

• 846. Order was maintained by p dico patrols assisted by a detachment of the Merwara 
Battalion. The cases of crime were few, 

347. The sanitary and conservancy arrangements were satisfactory. No epidemic disease 
appeared, although fever was prevalent. It is reported that 1,190 persons received medicines 
at the dispensary established at Pushkar. 

348. In consideration of the special circumstances of the season, the toll usually levied 
during the fair on the Pushkar road and the shop-tax were susjiended by the sanction of the 
Local Government. Thus the only source of income were the ground rents of the nazfil land, 
which brought in R70-4-9 against fi79-13 in 1890. The total charges incurred amounted 
to R182, including the expenditure on account of lighting and printing items. The expendi- 
ture in 1890 was R305 and in 1889 it was R327. 

349. For the reasons already stated the fair was not officially recognized, and the usual 
registers of cattle brought for sale and sold were not kept. Consequently the actual numbers 
cannot be stated, but the following are believed to be approximately corrects The corresponding 
figures for 1889 and 1890 are noted for comparison

It will be noticed that the number of bullocks V»rought for sale does not show so marked 
a deiueasfi as that of camels and horses. 

It is estimated tljat over 4,000 of the bullocks brought to the fair were sold, as against 
2,695 in 1890. 

The great mortality prevalent at the time among catUc accounts for tfns largely increased 
sale. Many persons were obliged to buy to replace losses, and probably others were induced 
to sell to avoid thenn 

The local advantages of tlie fair were thus evident. Moreover, many of the purchasers 
are reported to have come from Jaipur and Sambhar. 

The prices obtained for bullock^ ranged from R125 to H5 a piece. 

Those for camels varied from R175 to fl20, and for horses from R400 to RIO. Poddei*. 
was very dear. 

KEKftI TEJAi^I PAIR. 

350. The fair commenced oA the 11th and ended on the ISth September 1891. About 
7,000 people atteiidt d Jhe fair against 12,000 in 1890, the large difference being mainly due 
to the distress prevailing in the district. 
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851. The number of shops opened duiing the fair was 175 as compared with 188 in the 
preceding year. The value of the goods imported for sale was estimated at 82*1,390 and the 
price realized is said to have aggregated BSiSi-t. The coiTospouding Hguros for the previous 
year were fi55,800 and 816,800 respectively. 

353. The number of cattle brought to the fair was very small owing to extensive emigra- 
tion and great mortality. 

853. The police and 'conservancy arrangements were satisfactory. Despite the unfavour- 
able conditions no less than 38 Thakurs and Istimrurdars visited the fair, five of them coming 
from the adjacent States.
